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In regard to the British loan of $50,000,000 United 
States gold about which there has been a discussion as tc the 
rate of exohange at whioh it should be liquidated, due to 
the..great- variations. in same,;:. it is understood thet the 
matter is being discussed amicably between the British Foreign 
Office and the Argentine Government. 


Mr.Windham Buring, Managing Direotor of Messrs.Baring 
Brothers of London, has been a recent visitor in Buenos 
Aires. He is reported in the press as having stated that 
Argentine credit in London is excellent as Argentina, during 
the world war, religiously and punotually paid her obliga- 
tions. He stated that Argentine internal and external loans 
are preferred paper on the stock exchange. He is reported 
to have said that his visit wes for the object of strengthen- 
ing relations between England and Argentina, and is not related 
a the business of the Southern Railway of which he is a 

irector. 


During the debate on the second reading of the Budget on 
Maroh 16th, the question of raining the minimum salargp of 
Government employees from 100 tod 150 pesos was raised. The 
Minister of the Interior, who was present, apparently to defend 
the estimates of his own Department, went out of his way to 
express what he stated ta be the official Government view on 
the question, quite favorable to the proposed inorease. The 
President of the Budget Committee then stated that the Minister 
of Finanoe, who also claimed to voice the Government view, had 
opposed the measure on the ground of inadequate funds. This 
divergence of views has caused considerable comment, many 
people thinking that both Ministers concerned would resign, but 
such has not been the case. 


There has been oonsiderable talk in the press in regard 
to the proposed Salta-Antofagasta Railway. It is estimated 
that the total cost will be £3,000,000 and that the Chilean 
quota for the section from Antofagasta to Huaytiquina will be 
£1,400,000. The first rail was laid in the railroad station 
at Rosario de Lerma on March 8nd. On March 14th the Presi- 
dent, without submitting the matter to Congress, authorized 
the extension of the line between Rosario de Lerma and Gdlgota, 
a distanoe of 43 kilometers, 530 meters, the cost of which is 
$5,000,000 m.n. The-President's action in not consulting 
Congress has been severely oriticised in the Opposition press. 
The general opinion is that the matter is a purely political 
affair, and that the work will not be completed. 


Some four months aso, the majority of the railroad 

Companies gave formal notice of their intention to raise their 
tariffs, and in due course, the new rates were y;ut into effect. 
The various unions and agricultural interests affected pro- 
tested, and the General Railroad Board on Haroh 15th issued 
resolutions to the effect that the railways had been guilty of 
an infraction of the law by putting the new tariffs into force 
without Government approval, and the various roads received 
formal intimation that they would be fined $5,000 m.n. for 

the infraction committed and $1,000 m.n. for each day counting 
from Harch 9th inclusive, during which the new tariffs were 
unduly collected. The companies were ordered to suspend 
within 24 hours the application of the tariffs under penalty 

of having the daily fine raised to $5,000 m.n. and the 

companies were given three days in which to pay the fines, fail- 
ing which judicial proceedings were to be taken to collect 

them. The railroads apparently considered that they were within / 
their rights in inoreasing their rates, and have continued to 
Oharge same. 


Recently the "Union Industrial Argentina" presented a 
memorandum to the Government complaining against the inorease 
in railroad fsres due to slack business creating a situation for 
the wool, hide, oereal, dairy and other interests that renders 
them absolutely unable to pay the increased tariff charges. 
In spite of the prohibition of the "Direccion General de Ferro- 
carriles", the Railways continue to charge and colleot the 
inoreased fares and freights, and legal proceedings were inetitut- 
ed to colleot the fines imposed on the companies for their 
persistence in raising their tariff. The fine was originally 
1,000 pesos per day, but as stated above, it was raised to 
5,000, and then on April 7, to 10,000 pesos per day.

The present exchange situaticn in Argentina is the worst 
in the recent history of the country with no signs of better- 
ment. Its causes arpear to be lack of export, the number of 
bills of exchanse hela by the banks in Buenos Aires for 
purchases made in the United States, and the fact that the 
Caja de Conversicén does not allow the exrortation of gold. 
‘The opinion seems to be that if tue Caja de Conversién will 
permit the exportaticn of $100,000,000.00 gold it would grzat- 
ly help the situation, especially if the Banco de la Naoion 
should be empowered to regulate the export of gold which 
would be limited exclusively to payments of settlenents or 
balances of exchange.

In view of the cone tently increasing produoticn of 
oil in Comodoro Rivadavia, the Department of Public Works is 
taking measures for storing and distributing the larger amounts 
now available. A tank of 6,000 cubic meters capacity will 
soon be installed in Rosario with all the necessary accessories 
for the loading, unloading and distribution of the petroleum. 
It is the plan of the Government to ship petroleum and its 
products to all regions of the Rerublic where they can be 
used. During May and June, tanks with a capacity for storing 
90,000 oubic meters are scheduled to arrive in Buenos Aires for 
installation in Ccmodoro Rivadavia, Rosario, Santa Fe and 
Bahia Blanoa. The Government already has in operation tanks 
capable of storing 80,000 cubio meters of petroleum. Two 
tank steamers of 16,000 tons and one other are being negotiat-— 
ed for, and will be put into service as soon as available. 


An example of the development of the Government oil fields 
at Comodoro Rivadavia is well illustrated by one well alone 
whioh is producing 10,000 ocubio meters of o11 per day. 

It is of interest to state here the opinion of an expert 
who stated personally to writer that within five years the 
Comodoro Rivadavia oll fields would turn to salt water.

In vies of the Rinderpest existing in Br-zil, no animals 

from that country are allowed into Argentine. On April 17 

the Internaticnal Institute of Aphthous Fever of Buenos Aires 
sent a note to the Governments of Paraguay, Bolivia, Ecuador, 
Peru and Columbia and Venezuela, where no legislaticn in regard 
to the protecticn against this disease exists, asking that 
legislaticn be passed providing sanitary police measures against 
the plague and citing the history of the disease in Africa where, 
on being introduced into the Italian Colony of Erithrea, it 


spread in a very few years frem one ena of tne continent to 
the other. 
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"The Executive Power early in July sent a Message to 
Congress reiterating that sent on the 23rd of September 1919, 
relating to State proprietorship of the o1l-fields in the 
country. 

There is no doubt that at the present time the so called 
liquid combustible has oreated an international interest 
Which is only too evident.

Prsotioally thelr existence 
has-been proved in an extensive part of the territory of 
Argentina. There are large quantities in three federal

Also there are indications of its existence in the 
territory of Misiones and in the provinoes oB Buenos Aires 
and Santa Fe. The fact that the principal oil fields are 
in the national territories facilitates much the work of 
legislation with reference to the ownership of the fields. 

The greater part of the land in the national territories belongs | 
to the State. | 
At the present time the exploitation of. the mineral leaves 
much to be desired. Large quantities of oil are imported, and i 
on more than one ocoasion 4 strike of stevedores is sufficient 
to stop all the automobiles in the oity and the threshing 
machines in the country. A sombination of producers of the 
Standard O11 Co. or of any of the other large Qowpanies, exerts 
its, or their,influence in Argentina more than 3.000 miles 
distant from the place where the corner is being made. 
Today more than at any other time, petroleum is a matter 
which interests prinoipally the Governments of the nations, 
and the diplomacy of oil has followed the diplomacy of arma-— 
ments or of colonization. 


Therefore it is oertainly of the utmost importance to 
defend Argentina from combinations or manipulations of the 
future, placing these immense riches within the safeguard of 
the nation, for these riches should be public property and not 
private." 


The foregoing is taken from "La Rezén" (July 30,1921.) 


An article published in "La Naoidén" on July 7 on the 
State Petroleum among other observations makes the following: 


"The fiscal petroleum wells at Comodoro Rivadavia yielded

Hence the gnorink=- 
age is attributed to bad management solely. 

The want of an expert managenent endowed with full authority 
has already occasioned 4{rreparable 108:68. Through not secing 
the needs of the work in time the output of the wells has prov- 
ed greater than the storage capacity and the transport 
facilities available. Thus the Government 4n deciding to 
close up the prolific well No. 128 and put a stop to boring 
operations, confessed to the absence of a regular system in the’ 
working of the oil-fields. 

It is now striving to find an outlet for the 80,000 tons of 
petroleum with which ite tanks are. overflowing. It is endeavor—- 
ing to hasten the arrival of the petroleum tankers which it has 
purohased and the construction of the ten tanks planned. 


Concerning the setting up of the distributing tanks at the 
principal centers of consumption such as the capital, Bahia 
Blanca, Santa Fe and Mar del Plata, the idea is to have a 
permanent stock of liquid combustible on hand. Ten tanks have 
been pGrohased in the United States with a oapacity of 8000 
cubio meters each. 

These tanks will be set up on masonry bases or foundations 
in the fiscal zones of the ports reserved for inflemmables.

An item of interest in connection vith Argentine exporta- 
tions is that referring to products and quantities of same 
sent to Germany, whose importations fran Argentina are 
very much on the increase. 
Buring the six months period covered in the above table 
the principal Argentine export.tions for Germany were re- 
presented by 92,553 tons of wheat, 122,880 tons of muize, 
45,839 tons of linseed, 9,023 tons of oats, 8,977 of barley ana 
3,527 extract of quebracho; 50,444 dried hides, 144,432 salt- 
ed hides, 3,232 hides of steers and 34,293 bales of wool. 
Belgium has also increased importation fron Argentina, and 
purchased during the first six months about 200,000 tons of 
cereals, 67,000 hides and 107,249 quarters of beef.

Concerning the raising of their tariffs by the railways 
without Government authorization, ina joint note dated August 
4th, the railways hasteffto declare that it was not their 
intention to fail to recognise the authority of the Nation 
and its Executive, and beggei to state their absolute acquies- 
oenoe with any decision the Government might take in the matter. , 

The Government then ordered that the companies refund 
the difference collected, between their former.tariffs and those | 
put into force by the majority of the companies some months 
ago, without Government authorization. On the other hand, the 
Government condoned the fines whioh it had been levying” daily 
on the companies for their alleged infraction(in collecting | 
the augmented tariffs) and an early investigation was promised 
by the Ministry of Public Works of the existing tariff system. 

It is reported that the excess tariffs returnable to freighters 
represent between all the companies, something like six million 
pesos, (paper) and that the fines imposed totalled to something 
in the neighbourhood of five millions of the same ourrency. 

The deoree ordering the return to freighters of the 
excess collections and condoning the fines imposed on the 
railways was made known on Sunday,31lst August. As from 
let September, the companies have, with Government sanction, 
been charging the same (4noreased} tariffs as they had bpen 
collecting for the past few months. It appears that the 
Government has found the augmented tariffs introduced by the 
railway companies as "just and reasonable". As from 15th of 
September the passenger fares will also be augmented about 20%.

On September 13th it was reported from Rome that a contract 
had been signed for laying a cable direct from Italy to South 
Amerioa. 

This is the first Italian cable, and is said to be the 
longest yet laid. Its cost will be about 350 million lires, 
and the Italian Government will assist in laying of cable with 
its ships.

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Referring to Report #2449, dated Septemb:r 14,1921 the | 
following report of develorments in the conflict between the 
railways and the Government is taken from the "Review of the 
River Plate": 


By the end of 1920 the railways companies operating in 
Argentina found themselves in serious financial straite owing 
to their enormously increased working expenses. Increased —~ 
cost of railway working in these recent years of universal 
econouic chaos has become an accepted fact. In the case of the 
railway companies in Argentina, not only did the greatly 
elevated cost of materials and fuel operate, as well as the 
higher wages inherent to the world-wide process of transition, 
but recent Governmental enactments regatiding working hours) 
necessitated the employment of larger numbers of workmen, with | 
the resultunt increased expense. And moreover, that laudable 
institution the Railway Pension Fund involves quite an outlay 
by the railway companies. 

Finding themselves confronted with almost certain deficits 
and possible finanolal disaster, it was but natural that the 
railway companies should have reoourse to their only means of 
salvation: increased tariffs. After careful consideration 
seven of the companies announced (early this year) to the 
"Direooion General de Ferrooarriles" their intention of raising 
their tariffs on certain classifications. Due attention hed 
been paid to the capacity of the articles of transport affeoted 
to support the inoreased freights. Live-stock was excluded. 

The seven companies that intended to inorease their rates were: 
the Buenos Aires and Pacifico; Buenos Aires Western; Buenos Aires 
Great Southern; Argentine North Eastern; Entre Rios; Cla 
General; and Rosario-Puerto Belcrano. 

The coupanies interested were mace aware in due course that 


the "Direocién General de Ferrocarriles" had reported favourably 


to the Ministry of Publis Works on the proposed increases and 
that it had found them to be "just and reasonable". Aocordingly 
the inoreases were put into force. 

On the 15th of March, however, a Resolution of the same 
"Direocién General de Ferrocarriles" appeared, ordering the 
companies to desist from collecting the augmented tariffs, 
fining them each $5,000 m.n. for the infraction and intimatin 
that fines (rising by rapid gradations to $10,000 m.n. per day 
would be inflicted on each of them.for a continuance of the 
"offence". The railway companies basing themselves on the 
law as they understood it, disregarded the intimation and 
Gontinued to collect the augmented tariffs. Inoidentally they 
continued to incur the daily fines----- which were soon running 
et the mazimun above mentioned $10,000 m.n. per day. ‘This 
state of affairs continued until 31st August last when the 
Govarnuent issued a decree which deolared the inoreased tariffs 
nul and void, ordered the Sompanies to return exoesa , _

Thus on August lst each of the companies which haa. put 
{nereased tariffs into force received a Resolution cf the 
"Nivedcion Gensrel de Ferrocarriles" authorising the augmente- 
tion of certain tariffs. : 

These Reaclutions vwefe not published by the Covernment. The 
result was that when it hecame avpsrent after September 1st that 
the railway companies were again charging increased tariffs, 
the assumption gained ground that they were contravening the 
deorse of 21st Ausust. In consequence, protests began to come 
in frou. different parts of the country, and the question was 
raised in the Chamber of Deruties, when the Government was 
invited to explein the situation. In the meantime a Resolution 
of tue Ministry of Public Works was issued repudiating the 
separate Resolutions. 

On September 30th the Local Directors of the seven railway 
companies referred tc presented to the Minister of Public Works 
a joint Memorial, . . In the document the railway compsnies 
expressed their surprise at the Resoluticn of the Minister of 
August 37th rescinding the tariff authorisations given by the 
"Diraccion General de Ferrooarriles". Later the Minister asked 
the "Direocion General de Ferrocarriles" to furnish him with 
details of all increasss in railway tariffs put into force 
from August 1814 to December 1920. On Ostober 4th the Minister 
iesued a lengthy document terminating with a brief Resolution 
rejecting the Companies' petition for reoonsideration ana 
maintaining the Resolution of September 27th in its entirety." 

What wes termed an opportune example of the difficult finan- 
cial situation of the railway companies in Argentina, by the 
"Review of the River Plute" of October 7th, concerned the final 
dividend anncuncement of the Buenos Aires Great Southern Rsil- 
fay. Acoording to telegraphic advices from London, the Board 
recomisended a final dividend of 8 per cent., making with the 
interim dividend 4 per cent for the year, subject to income 
tax. «i: The significant point is that £550.000 is transferred 
from General Reserve Fund to Net Revenue account in order to 
permit of the payment of this final dividend. The Buenos Aires 
Western Railway too, is paying a final dividend of 2 per ocent., 
naking with the previous interim dividend, 4 per oent for the 
year. In this case also, it is announced, that reoourse has had 
to be hed to the Reserve Fund to the extent of £500.000. 
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LIVE STOCK SHOW AND INDUSTRY: 


The great annual show of Argentina's fine live stook 
has just been held, and as in former years, the quality of the 


exhibits in the different sections, was exceptionally good. 


The visitmg judges sent out by the Royal Agrioultural 
Sooiety of England were all authorities and well known breeders 
of the different classes of animals they judged. The many 
classes for Shorthorns and the great popularity of this breed, 
makes the Shorthorns the most important feature of this great 
show. 

The presentation of animals at the show shovedexcellent 
care, and the entdes very worhily represented the high grade 
of perfection reached in breeding in Argentina. 

The Argentine Rural Sooiety is deserving of much oredit 
for the excellent show arranged, but which unfortunately this 
yeer has been held during very unfavorable conditions in the 
camp. The prolonged drought, absence of pasture and drop in 
the values of fat oattle are factors detrimental to the sales: 


AMERICAN LOAN TO ARGENTINA 


A telegram fron the United States dated September 3nd 
stuted that it became known there on that date that the National 
City Bank and the Guaranty Trust had acquired bonds of the 
Argentine State Railways to the value of five million dollars. 
It was stated that these bonds carried interest at the rate 
of 8% per aunum and they were to be guarantéed by the 
Argentine Government and proceeds of their sale to be utilized 
in the purchase: of locomotives for the State Railways from the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works. 

In connection with the negotiation of a loan in the 
United States different reports have been in oiroulation for 
some time past, but the Minister of Finance always declared 
that notwithstanding the state of the Government finances and 
of exchange,, none of the proposals made to the Government were 
aceeptable, because the rate of interest stipulated was too 
high. 

It now appears thet negotiations have been resumed and 
"Le Nacion" reports that the President of the Republio is 
intervening directly in the matter. The loan is now stated 
to be for 50 million dollars, and the President's opinion has 
been quoted as follows: 

"The Argentine Rerublic requires a loan, repayable in 

instalments spread over a certain number of years (probably 
three years). If the United States are in a position to accord 


' the loan not only will the desired end be attained but an 
' dnteresting experiment relative to the exchanges between the 


two countries oan be carried out. Supposing the adverse 
balance of the Argentine Republic today to be 50,000,000

There has been a slight falling off in 
the consumption of meat in the last year, caused, it isa said, 
vy its higher price and the fact that before only teat was 
eaten---no it has been leerned to eat other things as well.

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The Argentine Ministry of Agrioulture recently presented 
4ts report to Congress on the exploitation of the Government 
ormed o11 fields during the fiscal year 1920. 

The report states that work at Comodoro Rivadavia has been 
carried out normslly in spite of certain delays in the recep-" 
tion of materials contracted for abroad, and other unforseen 
circumstances, which have prevented the development expected. 


Difficulties which have arisen. 


It has been stated tictt the lack of speoial legislation on 
oil ia one of the reasons why the industry has not reached the 
egree of development hoped for. This fact is undoubtedly true 
and it may be pointed out that? 

a) Official exploitation of the o1]1 fields should be 
normalized by granting the necessary autonomy and the faculty 
of dealing with the Provincial Governments directly, thus 
avoiding that the oil fields fall into the hands of foreign 
speculators, who are more interested in keeping up their 
claims than in starting to work on them. 

b) That it is indispensable to draw up rules so that not 
only will the privately owned oil fields becone fiscalised, 
but also thst reliable companies be protected against 
requests to prospect, when these requests are not backed up 
by serious geological studics of the region. Furthermore 
and in view of the term allotted by the Mining Law to start 
work, if the persons interested have not the intention of 
working, nor the means, they shall not be in a position to 
prercnt others from prospecting. 

o) That those who request permission to prospect, and without 
having done anything put up their permissions for sale, be 
prohibited from doing so. 


Production of oil. 


The production of o11 in 1920 has teen of 226,543 m3; 80 
there has been an inorease of 20.444 on that of the year 1919. 
This inorease would have been of at least 30% if the work of 
boring and extraction had not been interrupted almost entirely 
during the first months of the year due to the strike. 

While duting the first four months of 1930 the mean monthly 
produotion of 0411 was of 13,688 m3 and 780 liters, in the 
second four-month period it rose to 30,410 ms and 430 liters. 
In the third it reached 23,536 m3 760 liters. Thus it may = 
be deducted that without interruptions approximately 31,600 mS 
could have been produced monthly, giving about 260,000 m3 for 
the year, that is to say more than double the production of 
1916 which was of129,780 m3. 


Borings. 


This work has felt the influence of the partial and momen- 
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tary sonsequences of the strike for altnouvh in 1919 13,221.76 
perforaticns were made. in 1920, only 11,383 m 70 were undertaken. 
For the first four months of the year figures vere 1,197.62, 

for the second four months 4,803 m.73,and for the third four 
months 5,382 m.15. 


Quality of the oil. 


Far from degenerating in quality, the o11 extracted at 
Comodoro Rivadavia hag not only maintuinea its quality, but 
tests undertaken at varicus of the vells in the reserved zone, 
have shown that the petroleum found there is of less specific 
weight and has a greater provortion of iight essences. 

In the old wells it has been noted that the prorortion of 
water has inoreased, which,though natural,has necessitated 
remedy by dehydration. 

Even though ell precautions huve been taken to avoid the 
water invadine certain wells, it has not been pa@sible to do so, 
and even 80 the proportion of water is not greater than 
that found in other national and foreign setroleum wells. 

As the dehydratim plant has not sufficient oapascity to 
treat all the petroleum produded, and eliminate the excess 
quantity of water, it was necessary to meke some deliveries 
with a greater proportion of water than is allowed; however 
the Direction of Petroleum made & reduction to the purchasers, 
the total amount of this kind sold being 2,947,580 kilos. 

Measures are being taken so taoat this will not again occur. 


Storuge and transportation of the oi] and its by-products. 


In spite of the capacity of the tanks for storage of oil at 
Comodoro Rivadavia te-4h relation to the production of oil, and 
said production was greater than what is considered as the 
standard, the tank ships did not transport monthly the amount 
of petroleum that might be caloulated for various reasons. 
Prinoipal among these were the repairs which the tank ships had 
to undergo as they have been in oontinual service for several 
years. 

Thus a large quarity of petroleum got stooked up at C. 
Rivadavia, and the only tank-ships available for transport of 
game were the Huergo, Del Valle and Ezourra. The number of 
their trips was increased, but even so it was found necessary 
to increase the number of tanks at C.Rivadaviea until such a 
time as the tank ships recently purchased are ready. And 
further, it was decided to keep down the production at C. 
Rivadavia. 

This i8 one of the reasons that the production of o11 has 
not reached the maximum quantity possible from the wells per- 
forated. This is not a loss, of course, but only a delay. 

As is well known tne relative production of the C.Rivadavia 
wells is six times greater than those of the United States, 
vhere there are t'vo many wells bored, implying an excessive 
outlay on perforations. 


Prise of sdle of oi] and its by-products. 


As the only resouroe that the Government owned oil fislds 
at Rivadavia hes is the sale of oil and its by-products, and as 
on the other hand the production of oil and its by-products only 
represents a part of internal consumption,it has not been 
possible to fiscalise the price of sale of these articles, the 
majority of which are still imported. 

For this reason it has been impossible to exercise as yet 
any influence on-the quoting of these oll products. 

It is hoped that towards the end of 1921, the production 
of oil will be muoh inoreased, and then one of the objects of 
the fiscal exploitation of oil will be fulfilled. 
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Pecuniary Reaults obtained by exploitation. 


During the Worla War and even efter it, it has been 
found very difficult indeed to obtain materials, piping, 
macainery, materials necessary to stock and transport tue 
oil, and tne hich prices demanded have limited purchases 
greatly. 

The purchase of materiuls, pipins, machinery etc. 
since the year 1916 up to 1230 inclusive is $18,856,344.01 
Arzentine pesos. 

Net profits from 1915 to 1920 are $32,3¢8,915.74 Argen- 
tine pesos,and deducting money for recerve funds,etc. the 
net profits are stated at $29,272,139.58.Arcentine currenoy. 


Oil fields at Plaza Huinoul (Neuauen) 


In the report of the General Direction of Minzs,Geology 

and Hydrology all details are given concerning the work of 
exploitation and perforation of oil wells at Plaza Huincul. 

This field has antered into the initial period of i 
exploitation, work having been done on lodgings for personnel, 
dnetallation of work shops, provision of potable water and 
water for the boilers, distilling, storaze of oi1 and by- | 
products, lines of communicaticn, installations for loading 
and unloading raw and prepared materials. 

Up to December 31,1920 the money spent of this field | 
amounted to $775,476.58 Argentine pesos. $13,496.88 Argentine 
pesos, has already been made in the sale of petroleum at | 
Bahia Blanca and Neuquen. 

The oil field at Plaza Huinoul from the geological point 
of view and quality of o11 is very different from that at 
Comodoro Rivadavia, and it is olassed among the richest kinds 
of o11 in light essences. 

Until such a time as production does not reach 100.000 
tons annually it will be necessary to oarry out transportation 
by rail and ocartage,. after that it will be advisable te 
install pipelines to carry the oil great distances to the 
centers of consumption and ports of embaroation. : 
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It appears that the active interest of the Anglo-Persian 4 
Oil Co.,Ltd. in Arventine as a field for retroleum exploitation 
originated in a meeting, which ocourred last ye:r in London 
between its Chairman, Sir R. Greanway and Sr. Dodero of Dodero 
Hnos., when a tantative agresement was reached whereby, provided 
that suitable concessions could be obtained and an Argentine 
Company formed by Dodero Hnos to handle the busine:s from this 
end, and provided that the details of the above should be 
approved by the directors of the Anjjlo-Persian O11 Company, 
the latter would turn over its connections with Lucey & Company 
in the United States towards furnishing the material necessary 
for conducting the operations. 


Accordingly, after the return of Sr. Dodero to Buenos 
Aires, an Argentine Coupany was formed with a capital of five 
million pesos paper; one million to be subscribed by the 
Argentine promoters, Dodero Hnos., the remaining four millions 
to be made up by the Anglo-Persian Compzny in supplies purchased 
in the United States and sent to Buencs Aires. The directors | 
of this Company (Compatifa Industrial y Comeroial de Petroleo) 
are Dr. Ernesto Bosen, ex- Minister for Foreizn Affairs, Chair- 
man, Sr. Jorge Lavalle Cobo, Sr. Benigno Benigni, Alberto 
Dodero and John B.Sullivan. The latter three are Italian, 
Uruguayan and American citizens, respectively. 


i 
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In order that operations might be conmenoed at the earlizst 
possible date, it ius decided to acquire possession of the 
concessions which the Compafila Sol had for scue years been 
working in the Ccmodoro Rivadavia district. This Conpany . 
had in its possession four pieces of territory, 1800 hectares 
in all, and two wells in process’.of drilling, but lacked oapital 
to continue operations. I believe that Sr. Dodero had this | 
Company's concessions in mind at the time of his first discussion 
with Sr. R. Greenway. In order to acquire them, a block of | 
stock in the new Company was issued to the Sol Company, and the | 
former company contracted to do certain things within a limited 
period, the most important of which wére to continue drilling 
the two wells already under way and to ereot six more within a 
period of six montis from Janyary 11,1921. The new Company 
purchased 25% of the stock of the Sol Company and Sr. Benigni 
becane Treasurer of the latter Compuny. 


| 


Having aoquired oontrol of these onosssicns, little time 
was lost in setting to work. A man named Crush was sent out 
by the Anglo-Persian, to manage the construction and drilling 
of the wells. He arrived on the field last January. With the 
assistance of six expert American drillers he has constructed 
living quarters, roads, water pipe lines, a railway dapot for 
freight; he had eredted by July 26 five new derricks, and

The railroad runs through 
the horthermost of the two, thus providing a meuns of bring- 
ing up the Coapany's matericl and supplies frem the pier at 
winioh they are unloaded. Fursber to tne east are two small 
properties of 100 and 200 hectares, respeotiveiy. It is in 
the snaller of these that overaticns were commenced by the 
Compehia Sol. 


It 143 reported thut a large amount of money had been 
expended, but as socn as oil is discovered the Ccmpany in- 
tends to invest additional cacital to provide for a rer- 
manent caup, ripe lines, oil dock, and a line of tank stean- 
ers. 


Sr. Carlos Burmeister, lianager of the works under the Sol 
Company is one of the pioneers in the Argentine oil business 
and a geologist and surveyor by profession. He is quite 
positive that oil will be found in large quantities, and the 
fWnerican drillers with whon conversation was held,sre sure, 
from their practcal experience that the Company will "strike 
4¢ ricoh". 


Sr. Burmeister had been commissioned by the directors of 
the Compatila Sol to report unpon the progr-ss made under the 
nai management, in order that it might be dztermined whether 
or not the Compafita Industrial had fulfilled the terms of 
its contract. Both My. Sullivan and Mr.Crush appeared to be 
satisfied as to the work that had been aocomplished during 
a period of five months, taking into consideration the 
tremendous difficulties attending the transportation of 
material and equipment frou the United States to Comodoro 
Rivadavia, but Sr. Burmeister refrained from expressing an 
opinion on the subject. It is not impossible that the 
Compania Sol will make trouble if there be any basis upon 
whioh it oan demonstrate that the new Company has failed to 
continue the operation of the two wells drilling prior to 
January 1 and to ereot six new derricks d have at hand the 
material for operating them. Tne Coupatiia Sol is believed 
to ve of the opinion thet “onder the terms of the present 
agreement it will not receive a sufficiently large proportion 
of the profits to be derived from the territory. 


There is reported to have existed a considerable degree 
of disatisfaction among the American drillers in the employ 
of the Company, one of whom has alreedy returned to the 
United States. The causes for this appesr to have been: 
first, the fact that these men were not amenable to being 


superintended in their work by an Englishman; second, the

by tae nature of their surroundinys. Those cf the men with 
whom conversation v.s hela staisd that tuey nad never osfore

In addition to the concessicns above menticnii, tae 
Company has accuired control cf sonie 10,009 hectares at 
Bahfa del Fondo, south of Co.:odoro Rividavia. It also has 
sone territory in the Province of Neuguen and in another 
district----just where it is imrossible to state. In the 
selection of these concessions, an important part wes played 
by an Anslo-Persian geolosist named Veatherhe:d, who vent over 
the ground with Burmeister and, it is.believed his opinion 
was followed. The Company is, however, concent-ating on the 
Comodoro Rivadavia concessions and will not undert.ke to 
develcp its other territory until it tas begun to realize on 
that investment. In Burmeister's opinion, tne Banfa del Fondo 
district is extremely proniising. It is believed tiat it 
4g in the rear of the Companfe Industrial's concessicns at 
this voint that the Ccmpany in which Senores Tornquist and 
Fisueroa are interested has acquired control of several 
thousand hectar3s. lo one there seamed to be familiar with 
the project of these latter. 


There seems to be little doubt in the minds of those 
actively converned th.t the entire southern part of Patagonia 
will soon be one of the world's great oil fields. There 
Beams to be oil everywhere, although the Goverment has cur-. 
tailed produotion owing to the lack of storage and transport 
facilities. The fact that the Government administration has 
drilled more than 130 wells, without failing to discover in 
each of them either oil or gas, would seem to indicate that 
the district possesaes very great possibilities for future 
development.

The question of the fusion of the Transandine Railway 
and the oonstruction of supplementary lines is again receiv- 
ing much consideration. It is reported that Sr. Noel, 
Argentine Minister in Santiazo, Chile, will be specially 
oharged with negotiating these questions on his return to 
Santieco, and it is stated that he will teke with him a draft 
convention regulating traffic and other questions on the 
Transandine Railways. ; 

It 48 also officially reported thet the Argentine Govern- 
‘ment will shortly enter into definite negotiaticns with the 
Chilean Government by which the former will agfee to construct 
the Lonquimay Railway, provided the Chileans will construct 
the Huaytiquina-Antofagesta seotion of the northern line. 


(Add) 


The question of the railroad tariffs is still unsettled. 
The Compenies stopped collectiny the increase rates at the 
suggestion of their legal adviers and gave notice that in 
thirty days' time they would commence ocolleoting them again. 
On November 10 they recommenced colleoting under the new 
tariff, and fines were imposed upon them by the Government. 
They immediately reverted to the old tariff, but took the 
matter of the fines to the Courts, as they contested that the 
Exeoutive Power has no right to levy fines on them. 

There are many who are of the opinion that the Government 
is intending to ruin the Companies and then take possession 
of the railways, buying up the stock at low figures. 

Others state that the matter is purely political, and that 
as soon as thé eleotions are over the railroads will be allow- 
ed to charge practically whatever tariffs they wish. 


(Add). 


Aooording to statistios published by the Foreign Office, 
there are at present 35,878 kilometers of railways in Arzentina, 
only 395 of which bave been constructed in the last five 
years. This is the lowest figure of construction for any like 
period since railway building began in Argentina and the 
Government hes been attacked on. this soore by the opposition 
press. 38,984 kilometers of railways in Argentina are 
private owned, ohiefly by British companies.

Trensandine Reilways_- (Add) 


Recently a filw was exhibited at Governuent House 
in the presence of tne President and his Ministers showing 
the work being carried out on the Salta -Huaytiquina 
railway. The film is called "Towards the Pacifio™ and 
shows amongst other things the conscripts of the Railroad 
Batallicn at work laying the rails. 


On Novenber 20th,1921 two locomotives arrived in 
Argentina destined for use on tre Salta-Huayticuina- 
Antofagasta line. These locomotives were purchased from 
the Baldwin Locomotive Uorks, and are tre most powerful 
narrow sauge engines whioh have been utilized in Argentina 
up to tre presant. 

One of them, No-80C, mountain tyze, for Passengers 
is 56 tons in seisht and can carry 400 tons at a velocity 
of 50 kilometers an hour on a gradient of 85 % ,which 
4s the waximum gradient of the line. 

The second one, No.1.300, Santa Fe type, is for cargo 
trains, total weight in service being 150 tons.

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As already stated in various reports, Argentina is now 
passing through one of the worst economic orises in its history. 
The press for some time has devoted a very great deal of space 
to this subject, attributing its oauses to a multitude of 
ciroumstanoes and offering a great many solutions. On of the 
principal oauses is attributed to the frigorifioos(packing 
5 and they have been very bitterly attacked. 

Sr. Joaquin S. de Anchorena, the President of the Argentine ‘ 
Rural Sooiety, appears to have been the only prominent Argentine 
to have realized fully the real causes of the present depression, 
and he is the only one who has stood out and defended the 
frigorf{ficos. 

At the Oattle-raisers' Congress held in the middle of 
December,Dr. Anohorena tried to show the real reason of the 
depression and to indicate the only sound method of meeting it. 

The agricultural interests advised co-operation as in the 
United States and Germany in order to combat large grain 
companies,and in the oase of stook-raisers,the foreign frigor{- 
ficos. it is estimated that the losses due to the lowering 
in price of grain and other agricultural produots will amount 
to 70,000,000 pesos. 

The stock raisera,representing the Bahfa Blanoa Rural 
Sooiety, the Liga de Ganaderos del Sur, the Bolsa de Comeroio 
of Bahfa Blanca and the farmers of the south and west of the 
Provinoe of Buenos Aires, presented a projeot for the allevia- 
tion of the present orisis in the pastoral industry of She 
country, as follows: 


1: That the Executive Bones should authorize the Banoo de 
la Naoidén,in terms of the re-disoount law, to issue 860,000, 000 
pesos m/n which would be discounted to oattle breeders — 

* sudject to proper guarantees and to the other requirements of 
the regulations of the Banco de la Nacion. These discounts 
would be subject to an amortization of 30% per annum and would 
be oharged 5% interest per annum. That is to say, the- 
cattle farmers would be given five years in. =o to pay off 
the loans under easy terms. -— 


2: The Government to fix a minimum eivs oon the export of 
meat of 65 cents per kilo. — 

3: To induse the Executive Porer to send Goriavess, caring

4: To induce the Executive Power to procure the sanction dur- 
ing the special sessions of Congress of tie law now before the 
Chamber of Deputies regulating the pale of cattle by live 
weight and order a live stock census. 


The matter has become so acute that the Government, for 
electoral purposes, has made a big show of taking action to 
alleviate the orisia. 

Tne Government first of all offered a eredit of 100,000,000 
gold pesos, on the same condition ss the £40,000,000 oredit of 
i918 to the Allies, to the French Government for the purchase of 
Argentine raw products, and it has also,it seems, made a similar 
offer to the Belgian and German Governments. The Banco de la 
Nacién has also, at the instigation of the Government, offered 
loans for a term of five yesrs at 5% interest, with quarterly 
amortization, to the stock and grain raisers,and the Directors 
of the Bank of the Naticn,called the Managers of twenty-seven 
private banking institutions into conference and requested them 
to give facilities also. These attempts to overcome economic 
laws appear to be illusory. Unless the grain and cattle-raisers 
have the courage to face the facts and take their inevitable 
losses, as has been done in other countries, it appears that it 
will be very difficult for them to accomplish anything soon. 

The situation would anpear to be about as follows: 

The grain dealers( not the grain producers) about six months 
ago misjudged the American output of wheat and considered that 
the American and Canadian orop reports were exaggerated, whereas 
in reality they were somewhat under-estimated. They appeared to 
be firmly convinced that the American-Canadian output would be 
much lesa tnan reported and that the drought in Europe would also 
make the crop very slight so that Europe would be obliged to buy 
in Argentina. They also quite overlooked the rather unexpectedly 
large sowing of spring wheat by farmers in North Dakota and - 
Canada, due to the high prices which existed at that time. They 
therefore held up their wheat and would not sell it, refusing 
even as much as 18 and 19 pesos per eighty kilos, and asked 
the Government, just as the cattle men are now doing, to fix 
a minimum price for the export of wheat. The Argentine Govern- 
ment did not do so, but the grain men felt sure it would. Further- 
more, there was & large remainder of last year's orop still 
undisposed of which would tend to put prices down, whereas they 
were artificially trying to hold them up. The Argentine ‘ 
Government statistics in regard to this matter were disoredited 
by the Rosario grain merchants who Claimed that the statistics 
were very muoh exaggerated. The Argentine grain statistics 
are, as a matter of fact, extremely accurate, more 60 than in 

the United States even, as every threshing machine is obliged by 
Law to send in an account of. all grain threshed by 4t, and any 
machine oan be stopped operating if 1t fails to do so. This Was 


figures were questioned,and the Chief of the Statistios went 
4n person to Rosario and ohallenged the grain dealers there to 
show him in what way they were erroneous. The Buenos Aires 
Grain Exchange upheld him, and his figures were vindicated. It 
was this stubborn determination on the part of grain dealers 


and now they areonly too glad to get 10 or 11 pesos for eighty 
kilos, if possible. 


The cattle situation is au fond the same. 
During the war cattle breeders thought that the world would be 
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obliged to buy from them at their prices for a minimum of six 
years after the termination of hostilities, and that they could 
continue to charge the high prices which they received during 
the war when other markets, through purely artificial causss, 
such as consarving transrortation, etc., were closed. People 
lost their heads: during the period of high pric:s, and renewed 
their contracts for land for a further period of five years 

at the high rentals existing a year and two years ago. The big 
Cattle breeders are in the districts and provinces far from 
Buenos Aires, whereas tnose close by buy the cattle and fatten 
them on the better lands of Buenos Aires Prevince. During the 
high pricee these latter bought a great many cattle which they 
now find are worth 40% less than they paid for them when lean 
and they have in addition fed them for a year or more. 

The Banks made advances when prices were high, and to sell 
now at the present prices they wili come out perhaps even on 
the cattle, but there will be nothing left to pay the rent of 
the land. Those who lease the land are not affected as they have 
their land leased out mostly on five-year contracts at the 
high rentals. Those who have leased the land are now olamouring, 
as stated above, for a law similar to the rent law in Buenos Aires 
oity by which all contracts will be annulled, and it will be 
illegal to charge rents, irrespective of contracts, at a higher 
rate than thst prevailing in 1914. Those who own the lands, 
and have leased them out are, however, precisely those who 
appear to have very considerable influence with the present 
Government and they may, of course, be depenied upon to do 
everything possible to prevent such a law. Those who both braed 
and fatten cattle, especially on their own land, are not so much 
affected. They simply do not make ae big profits as heretofore, 
but they do not stand to aotually lose. It 18 mostly those 
who have speculated both in cattle and in renting land who will 
be hard hit. Tie big breeders far from BuenosAires will also 
be hit because until those who make a business of fattening 
cattle are able to sell the cattle already on hand, they wiil 
be unable to buy more from the breeders in the outlying districts. 

A number of land owners, however, are also very hard hit 
through speculating in cattle, and many of them will have to sell 
land. It is thought that in the next few months there will be a 
considerable breaking up of the very large e=tanoias, and it is 
estimat2d by some that land values in Buenos Aires Province may 
fall as much as 35% or even 50%. This may be a benefit in 
disguise to the country as it will help to develop it by putting 
@ bigger populaticn on the land, and putting it in the hands of 
more people, which the very inadqquate Homestead Law failed to 
do. 

Until the Argentine producers realize the world oondition; 
that the world is buying less because it is impoverished, and 
not only that, but that now competition has again entered in and 
that Europe will buy in the cheapest market, and until they 
resign themselves to taking their losses and starting again on 
a@ lower soale, nothing will be accomplished. 

The one and only question concerning Argentine grain merchants 
is to meet the prices of the United States and Canada and, as 
regards meat, to meet the prices of the United States,Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa. To fix an export price on meat 


is simply to cut off all sales of Argentine meat. 


Dr. Anohorena has pointed out that Argentina supplies only 
17% of the world's meat, whereas the breeders olaim that they 


_Bupply 60%, and oan therefore dictate their own prices.

Dr. Anel A.Alsina, who presided at the third conference 
of the national. anti-tuberculosis prophylactic league, torether 
with Dra. M.M. Sempé and Diego M.Arguello, who acted aa seore~ 
taries, have just addressed a communication on the subject to 
the governor of the province: 

Dr. Alsina proposes that a new section should be formed in 
tne public health department, to be called anti-tuberculosi.s 
prophylactios, and that three dispensaries should be established, 
one in La Plats, one in Avellaneda and the other in Bahia Blanca. 
The duties of the new section would include: 


1.- Statistics of tuberculous illness, and deaths from 
tuberculosis throughout the province. 


8.- Anti-tuberoulosis propafania and education by means of 
leaflets, cinematograph films, postera,etc. 


S.- Advise and enoourage provincial municipalities in forming 
anti-tuberculosis prophylaotics. 


4.- Prepure and dratt laws dealing with tuberculosis pro- 
phylsotics.

It has been suegested by the League that the example of 
the United States be followed in putting up parks for 
physical exeroises, making them attraotive places for children 
so that their physical culture may help to combat evils 
leading to the degeneration of the race.

The campaisn against tuberculosis has recently been renewed 
with more energy by the “Asistencia Publica" and the Sanitary 
Administration Department. 

It has been decided to put up a profusion of posters through- 
out the Municipality,in public places and on the streets, and also 
to advise all those affected to address themselves to the 
municipal dispensaries and to the Tornt Hospital, which 
specialises in tnis disease. 


A project has also been presented to the Municipality by 
a Councillor regarding the establishment of an institution ex- 
Clusively for the treatment of tuberculosis, to be called the 
"Helios Institute". 


In the report of the Direotor of the Tornii Hospital for 
1921, it was pointed out that vast and uniform legislation on the 
subject wus an urgent necessity,and the various and conflicting 
efforts of different institutes in the country to combat this 
ever-spreading evil are jneffoctual. The Tornu Hospital itself 
49 quite unable to cope with the number of affedted patients 
who present themselves spontaneously. Last year the Executive 
Power presented a bill to Congress on Anti-tuberoulous profilaxis, 
which was studied by that body, but so far no aoticn hes been 
taken. 


The "Asistencia Publica" has also presented a project to 
the Municipality to combat the spreading and help in the 
treatment of syphilis. This projeot has already been approved 
by the Municipality. 

The project is founded on a new concept of this disease, 

ané it 1s desired to eliminate prejudices neretofors maintained 
on the subject and do everything rossible to instruct and warn 
the population against ite dangers. 

The principal part of this plan reads as follows: 

“The ‘Asistencia Publica’ shall organize ‘in its hospitals 
and dispensaries consulting rooms gratis for the exolusive 
and ample attendance of these diseases, without restrioticns. 
These services must have the necessary equipment to make 
medical‘care efficient, rapid and without stinting. 

All the patients suffering from syphilis and similar 
diseases who present themselves to these consulting rooms 
ghall have the right to be attended to witnout further 
requirements than to obey the orders of the doctor attending 
them." 

Besides the above it is planned to put up posters and 
have a regular propaganda pamphlet. Lectures will be given 
in the higher classes of the normal schools and in the 
Faculties of the National University also at the Laborers’ 
Unicon, and wherever else these lectures and talks will do 
most good.

From the above table it is deducted that giving each ship 
60 days rest a year for repairing and cleaning, and admitting 
that each ship loses 40 days in the venr due to bad weather or 
other causas, it is seen that each one. could make 24 trips

weters of oil. To this sum should be added 23,600 tons of 
oil consumed in navigation and port services. Hence the grand 
total ascends to 633,240 oubic meters per year.

It must also be takan into account that the Ministry of 
Agriculture has the "Hin.Ezourra" tank-ship which has a 
transportation oapacity of 60,000 tons per annum. 

It is therefore advisable that the authorities organize to 
get an issue of tenders for modefn tank~ships to be delivsred 
in about two years time when the o11 production in Comodoro 
Rivadavia will probably be three times what it now is."

"By a decree dated August 38,1920 the Ministry of Agriculture 
was authorized to expend $1,790,000 pesos in the construction 
of a port at Comodoro Rivadavia. Part of tiie expense «is to 
be met by the sale of petroleum. 

The basis for this decree was an ante-project consisting in 
the construction of a viaduct of access having 720 meters length 
by 7.50 width,and a breakwater mole of 100 meters length by 
12 wide,with a sea gauge at the foot in low tide. 

These port works would permit the coming alongside of lighters 
and towing vessels on the inner side no matter what the tide. 

All the machinery and tools needed in the construction have 
already been purchased, and their delivery is expected short- 
ly, therefore it will not be long before work is commenced. 

These port works will be the object of considerable ex- 
pansion in years to come, and it is believed that it will ' 
be necessary to expend about $8,000,000 to make Comodoro Riva- 
davia a great sea port. 

There follows herewith a rough sketch cf the ante- 
project for the port works.

"When it Was announcsdad that tue new Miniater of Agriculture 
Dr.Vargas Gomes sould resign his portfolio if steps were not 
taken to correct past irresularities in the administration 
of the Government oil-fislis, and place their organization on 
a proper working basis, the attitude of the new Minister was 
comented on most favorably and great expectations were built 
on the outcome. 

However a Cowplete disillusion has awaited the optimista. 
The supposedly irregular actions of the past administration 
have been approved with the signature of tne Minister himself, 
and instead of a complete reorganization having been made, the 
Government oil-fields have been renamed,and Plaza Huincul and 
C.Rivadavia placed under the "Direccién General de Yacimientos 
Petrol{feros". (General Direction of Petroleum Fields). 

A lengthy Ministerial deoree was published on June 3rd 
dealing with the future administration of the oil fields, and 
approving without examination the past expenditures, accounts 
and other administrative acts to date. 

Regarding reform of method of administration the Ministerial 
deoree in effect makes no changes, simply changes its facade. 
Within, the house is exactly the same---~a unipersonal administra~- 
tion directly dependent on the Minister. 

Undoubtedly what 1s most necessary is to organize the oil- 
fields independently from the Minister in an entirely commercial 
manner under a Board of Directors. What has been done makes 
absolutely no difference and the oil-fields are administered 
' just as inefficiently as neretofor."

" A further study of that curious dooument, the Ministerial 
Deoree of June Srd, regulating everything to do with the 
administration of the Government oil-fields and the sale of 
petroleum,it is noted that the Minister limits the amount of 
petroleum which oan be sold without his special signature 
and authorization to one ton per person weekly,without contract. 
All other sales must be preceded by a contract approved by the 
Minister or with his authorization. 

Thus, a minister-oil-salesman, will but mean a further 
obstacle to the sale,for,the publio will only be able to buy 
when the Minister is willing to sell and in his office ready 
to do 80. 

By this action, in the future, the Minister will be the 
immediate and only person responsible for all irregularities, 
instead of continuing to exercise control and directing the 
commeroial policy of the povernment oil business."

With reference to the proposed establiskuent of a direct 
steumship line between Mexican and Argentine sorts, it 
Qppéerrs that the Argentine Government bas accepted the Hexioan 
proposal and will assiin a vessel for that service, provided 
that adequate cargoes are obtainable. 


The new Japanese Commercial Attuché, Mr. Ishii, has announced 
to the Argentine Ministry of Foreign Affairs that it is the 
intention of the Japanese Government to establish a direot 
steamship line between Japanese ports and the River Plate, by 
which it 1s proxosed to reduce the time occupied in making the 
voyage between the two countries from seventy days to forty days. 
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The Argentine Minister at Berlin has sent to ‘the 
Foreign Office the text of an ad referendum agreement made 
between the Argentine Commissioner, Sr. Daneri and a German 
syndicate for the supplying of live stock and meats to Germany. 

The following is a tranelation of the agreement, as 
printed in the BUENOS AIRES HERALD on June 14th: 


"Through the intermediary of the Compaiifa Alemana-Argentina, 
Limited, Munioh, with branch office in Dresden, the follow- 
ing agreement is made between the Argentine Government 
and Sauermann, a limited company in Kulmbach, representing 
a syndicate:

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The agreement has been scathingly oriticized both on 
-aocount of its substance and on account of the manner in which 
the negotiaticns were conducted. It is stated that Dr. Daneri 
had no authority to enter into an ad referendum contract on be- 
half of the Argentim Government, and that the results which he 
bus cbhtained are indicative only of the Administration's desire to 
appease the wrath of the Argentine stock producers for whose 
relief much has been promised androthing aoomplished. It is 
even stated that the method of payment provided for by Art. VI 
of the agreement {mplies a violation of an Argentine law for- 
bidding the rayment of dabts by poetdated cnecks. 


The Minister for Foreign Affairs nevertceless invited 
the managers of the various friger{ficos to consult with him 
yegarding their willingness und capacity to furnish the 60,000 
tog of meat speoified in the agreement, and 4t+ is understood 
that their reply was considered satisfactory. 


As the Government wishes 4t clearly understood that it

With regard to the practicability of tie arrangenent, it 

is to be ebserved that the syndicate to bs formed nere cannot 
sount upon the financial support of the Argentine stock producers, 
owing to the straiggatened cirowuustances to woich they have been 
brought by the prolonged period of depression which has nearly 
ruined many of them, and it 48 therefore apparent that the 
ecnsertiuwsa, to be a success, will have to be financed directly 

by the Government. Moreover, as the producers will require

The new Administration has not yet given any indication | 
~ of the policy which it intenis to adopt for increasing the 
production of petroleum in Argentina, although when President | 
Alvear assumed office in October he stated that it was the 
intention of the new Administration to do everything possible 
poth to inorease production of the State oi] fields,and to 
encourage the participation of foreign capital in the dévelop-| 
ment of these resources. 


Artioles appear in the press at very frequent intervals 
‘alluding to the unfortunate state of what is generally term- 
ed the arrested development of the country's petroleum 
resources, but so far while oriticiem of the present petroleum: 
régime is very general none of the looal oritios have submitted 
any definite plan for bettering conditions.

Colonsl Enrique Mosconi, the new Direotor General of i 
the State petroleum dsvelopment, has been ostensibly engaged 
in extensive investigations of the workings of the State 
petroleum develorment, and has reoently returned from a ‘trip 
to the State fields at Comodoro Rivadavia and Neuquen, but he 
has made no public statements in regard. to the result of his 
investigations. 


The new daily paper LA ACCION, which as previously re- t 
ported by this office is generally supposed to reflect the 
Administration's point of view, contained an artiole recent- 
ly signed by B.Menendez in ite issue of November 3Oth which 
made a bitter attack on the present system of awarding 
ooncessions under what was termed "The Antiquated and In- 
adequate Mining Code". The writer went on to say that 
the present system of allowing anyone submitting a request 
on stamped paper to obtain a concession of one or two 
thousand hectares, with preotically no obligation to under=- 
take the working of the concession,was the best means of 
encouraging speculation. and discouraging production. Most 
of the possible o1l-bearing land in the country is now held 
by suoh speculators and any legitimate enterprise is forced 
to deal with them and agree to give them a large proportion 
of the possible future profits before undertaking any 
constructive work. The aotual owner of the land is also 
at a great disadvantage, as he has only a right to damages 
in case his agricultural work is interfered with, and has 
no share of the profits in the event that oil is found 
beneath the surfac of his land.

This naturally tends to make the property owning classes 
unfavorable to the develormant of the country's petroleum 
deposits. In conclusion Hr. Menéndaez urged a change in the 
actual system, which he considered is suffocating the develop- 
ment of the count:y's resourc3s. 


LA NACLON of December 19th contained a long editorial 
sonewhat on the same lines, but the article in LA ACCION 
would seem to be more worthy of consideration, as in view of 
the fact that this is the first article of importance 
published by this paper, the policy of the paper, and presumably 
of the Governnent officials behind it, would seem to be 
definitely ranzed on the siae of radically changing the pres2nt 
system. 


Mr.Campbell M.Hunter, Technical Adviser of the Ccmpaiifa 
Ferrocarrilera de Petroleo and Consultin; Engineer of the 
Argentine Oilfields, Limited of London has recently come out 
from Enzland, and has stated that he has the greatest faith 
in the future of Argentina's oil-bearing lands, and that there 
will be great developments in the industry within the next 
ten to twenty yeurs. He believes that there is o11 to be 
found in the country from the Andes to the coast, but that 
under present conditions the costs of producing and marketing 
the oil are too high and must be brought down before the 
industry oan be mad2 commercially profitable. He gives as 
a specific instance the excessive cost of moving oil from 
Comodoro Rivadavia to Bahia Blanca and Buenos Aires, and the 
even greater cost of shipsing machinery from Buenos Aires to 
Comodoro Rivadavia, which is more than the cost of sending the 
Bene material to Argentina from either Europe or the United 

tates. 


Excerpts are given below from an editorial published in 
"La Razon™ on December 3,1928. 


“The most extensive petroleum zone in Argentina is in the 
department of Oran, Province of Salta. In this zone there has 
developed a silent battle, warlike and tenacious, for the 
possession of drilling permits. Certain representatives, some 
official and others unofficial, of large North American 
capitalists have obtained up to date scmething like one hundred 
of these permits and these, judging from the surface indica~ 
tions, for the most favorable sites. 


"A state of affairs will soon come to pass, if it has not 
already arrived, whereby the whole petroleum zone of northern 
Argentina will beoome an American colony and with time, perhaps 
not far distant, we will have to pay for the product: of our 
soil at the prices they impose. 


"The Standard Oil Company is but a cloak for the Government 
at Washington, just the same as the Royal Dutoh Snell Company 
is for the British Government. It is the first of these two 
anterprises that by either direct or indirect means has 
acquired a hundred or more drilling. permits in Oran. 


"It is evident that the exact area embracing petroleum 
deposits cannot yet be established, so it is impossible to give 
the surface areas. 


"Exploration by foreign elements for sometine past has sia 
intense. Some inhabitants of the distriot (land owners 
were the first to beoome interested in conditions, but pure- 
ly from a speculative standpoint.

"These individuals have -btained drillin: permits and even 
mining concessions in order to profit at the op-ortune tine, 

as they do not unuerstand nor do they possess the necessary 
means for the worxinz of their concessions. These, fortunately, 
are fev. The State Railways are drilling a fa. prospzoting 
wells seven leagues from the station "Zl Quemado". Reliable 
4nformation, thouch not dstuiled, dnijeatas that these corpora= 
tions have invested up to date in the neighborhood of four 
million pesos in instruments, transportation, vehicles, animals, 
Salaries ano other mquisites essential to drilling and prospeot- 
ing of thie kind. 


"The ordinary permits for drillins for minerals of the first 
Class, inoluding petroleum, are granted in acccraance with the 
mining laws at present in force, with four units as the maximun 
(exch unit consisting of 500 hectares) which equals 2,000 
heotares per permit. 


"If only 100 permits are ocnaicered, they will have oovered 
not less than 300,000 hectares of a department with an area of 
15,900-square kilcmeteczs. Assuming that these permits have been 
obtained in the gone where the evidence of oi] is indisputably 
precent, it is easy to realize the importance of these concessions. 


"The exploretions are mace without any soientifio data. The 
fo. existing geolocical surveys were the results of work done at 
various times by soientists in the employ of the National 
Governnent, but all of these investigations were sporadic and 
filoved no well defined plan. Nevertheless, these surveys as 
well o8 those made by private enterprises have proved that oil 
was present---that the water of nearly all the rivers, brooks, 
lakes,eto. oontained o4] in suspension. A proof of this is 
that the inhabitants of a place called Tartagal in the Department 
of Oran---to quicken their fires ana for illuminating purposes 
use a mineral oil obtained in the immediate vicinity. 


"It might be assumed that the oil was carried by the water, 
thereby creating the impression thit the potential zone is of 
extraominary potency and extension, but notwithstanding this 
assumption and without denying the possibilities, the fact 
remains that these identioal indications are found in various 
streams and separete lakes with different sources at distant 
points. This proves oonolusively that o11 flows indiorininately 
throughout the territory and is inaicutive of an enormous 
subterranean deposit of petroleum. 


"Te petroleum zone, of Oran, in the province of Salta, which 
undoubtedly constitutes the southern part of the Bolivian zone, 
enbraces an area at least ten times grvater than that of Comodoro 
Rivadavia and six times larger than Neuquen. These are the 
areas assigned this territory by the maps of the Enoyolopedia 
Espana and Engineer Jean. 


"The location and possibilities of transporting this oil 
has given rise to the subject of the poasible Ganalization of 
the Bermejo. Conservative opinion, however, favors the installa- 
tion of a pipe line for the conduct of the oil frcm the wells, 
to a river station or port (probably Resistencia on ths Parana .) 
River) frem which point it would be easy to ship in tenks by 
water at a minimum of cost. The length of this line would be 
500 to 600 kilometers---less than that which unites the 
Pennsylvania field s with the port of New York, which has a 
length of 714 kilometers. 


"During the early part of last July a group of North 
Americans in Oran organized an exploration party, the magnitude 
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of which can be esti. sa by the fict tit acert frem the 
equirment essential to their work they took wita them 800 


mules. 


"Tyo fundamental points need to be disposed of before 
we oan f:ce¢e our pe*roleum probleri: a geological survey of 
the mineral zoneze cf the Ra ublic, and the production of the 
corresponding mezs sheuld be uncertaren and important mocifi- 
Cations must be mace in certin claus:s of our present mining 
code. 


"To acccmplish the firet a law must be p:.ssed providing 
for the organizaticn of a Bureau of Grolo vy and Mines. It 
must be adecuately equipped and sup;lied with sufficient 
qualified personnel to underteke a serious survey of the. 
territory where oil is at present obtained, and where the 
formation of the soil muy indicete the po sibility of a mineral 
or petroleum zone. Such a Bureau should be given cenplete 
freedom of action, and its geolosists must operate alonz the 
lines followed by the Americans now in Oran. 


"It is also necessary thet we adopt the same measures 
with petroleum as we did in 1917 with iron, and declare the 
deposits property of the State. Frequently it ocours that 
deposits will b2 disoovered by individuals, but the State 
by indemnifying them for their labors and equipment plus a 
premium for discovery(which could be fixed ihn aocordance with 
a schedule arranjsed by experts of the Bureau of Geoloyy and 
Mines) oould immediately obtain posseasicn of the deposits. 


"The necessity of monopolizing petroleum development by 
the State needs no further explanation, and when reference 
is mace to State it muct be oleurly understocd that we mean 
only Naticnal jurisdiotion. Neither today nor for aome future 
time will there be an Argentine Stete capable of undertaking 
development work. In our present oondition not even the 
National Government is capable of undertaking. it without the 
aid of foreign capital. : 


"OUr temperament is very similar to that of the Mexicans, 
for which reason we muct profit by thelr example and avoid 
an ocourrence of it here. While the natives sirg of the moon 
and beauty and chant praises of the richness of their silver 
mines and p2troleum wells, the prcfits and dividends are 
liquidated on the exchanges of London and New York.

There are no official details available re eleotrio 
light installations, but trade oiroles indicate their distri- 
bution as: Prov. of Buenos Aires,363; Cérdoba,56; Santa Fe,54;

In addition the factory casts from 30 to 50 tons of 
oy on bee month. The motors are sold directly to local boat 
builders. ; 


There is also the Industrial Meroantile Thyssen Ltda. 
established Feb.3,1931. Capital $5,000,000 m/n or 6000 
shares of 1000 eaoh. It imports and elaborates steel pro- 
ducts. It is German owned and controlled. It produces. open 
hearths (30) robl light rails, angles and channels. — 


Genera] data on produgtion, industrial organization, eto. 


While Argentine depends on her agricultural and pastoral 
industries for the greater part of her national wealth, there 
has been a steady development in manufacturing in reoent years. 
In 1913 there were 48,799 caindustrial establishments in the 
country. Since 1913 the number has inoreused largely as the 
difficulty of obtaining merohandise from abroad has made it 
possible to manufacture profitably on a small soale many 
artioles which were formerly imported. 
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These local industries are not manufactories in the fullest 
sense of the word, but rather trausforms of partially manufachr- 
ed goods into the finished products. Among the various lines 
of goods which are now being produced may be mentioned gotton 
and woollen textiles, paper and electrical goods, wagons and 
Carts, blankets, quilts, wearing apparel, shoes, hats, jewelry, 
patent medicines, soap, candles, pins, glass, needles buckles 
and decorate ironwork. The larger industries which do not 
depend on raw materials from abroad, include establishments 
working bricks, lime, tiles, oement and quebracho extrucdt, 
linseed o11 and paint. 


Woollen and cotton yarns aré manufactured on a small scale, 
but the existing factories do not produce more than one fifth 
of the quantity required. It would be possible to inorease 
the production as cotton of a superior quality is grown in the 
Chaco, and there is an abundance of wool available, but the 
necessary machinery for carding and spinning is not available. 


On acoount of the lack of essential materials, and the 


high cost of skilled laborers, Argentina cannot compete with the 
leading manufacturing countries of the world.

The suitinss, however, dc not enjoy great prestige in the local 
markat, wnioch recoznizes that the Argentine mills have not yet 
been successful in producing really hich grade goods, and there- 
fore the fine casimeres are imported from England and the United 
States. Cotton is being frown on an increasingly large scale 
in the Chaco, and, with the installation of spinning mills, 
the internal demands for yarn may 2ventually be taken care of 
without depending upon for dgn scurces of supply. A great 
impulse in cotton-cloth weaving is lockad for if the domestic 
proaucers succeed in providing an abundant supply of suitable raw 
material, and there suculda tien be au market for wechinery and 
supplies, which weuld increase in provortion to the growth of 
the industry. Im:ortations, even at present are confined to soft 
yarns for making knitted fabrics and stockings. 
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Cotten cloth in the pileoe, 18 still breusht in for the. 
manufacture of shirts, collars anu cuffs which are cut to measure 
in the snops and either sewn on the premises or ziven out to 
seamstreases to teke hone. 


Silkworjs are being cultivated in several seotions of the 
Republic, and the inistry of Agriculture, is actively encourag- 
ing the develogment of the industry, but it 1s too early to fore- 
tell the success of the venture. 


Somewhst mo.2 prozress has been made in the fiber industry. 
This may be attributed chiefly to Argentina's abundant supply 
of nutive fibers, and to its constantly inoreasing demand for 
for bagging and other fiber manufactures. 


Native wool is used by the Arsentine textile mijls in the 
manufacture of practically all of their yarns. With these yarns 
the factories weave a large variety of plece goods including 
overooatings and uniform cloth; only a small quantity of extra 
fing vwcol is breusht into the'country. 


Cotton yarn is used for makings duck and lisht canvas, large 
quantities of which are used as coverinss for grain stacks and 
open railro:d curs and for the tops of alpergatas and other 
native shoes. 


Both nutural and artifical silk yarn is used in the factory 
naking elastic webbing and narrow fabrics.

The United States is the principal source of imported 
lumber, though imzorts frea Canada have inoreased since the 
armistice. These imports consist moatly of southern yellow 
pine, ok, spruce and fir in boards, planks and beams. 


Althouca the United States supplies 80% of the oak 
used in the River Plate countries, considerable quentitics 
are imsorted from Europe. Walnut is prought prinotpally frou 
France, Belgijm, Spain and Italy and is mogtly in the form 
of veneer. ‘The United States sugvlies 65% of the pine, s; ruce, 
oak, ash and walnut imported.

Of the 10 Arge.tine railways, 10 are owned by British 
oapital, 5S by the State, 3 by French interests, andl by Argentine 
capital. The private railways moved & total of only 
33,054,009 tons of Lreignt in 1931, as against 41,505,000 tons 
in 1920, tne difference being mainly represent:d by ceraals, 
cattle and pastoral products for the broad and medium gauge 
lines, and by fuel and forestal products on the narrow gauie 
systems. On the otner hand the number of passengers carried 
by the private lines shoved an increas as compared with the 
previous year, the tot:1 of 85,434,835 yassengers carried in 
1921 being more than 5,000,000 in excess of the 80,111,000 
carried in 1980. The reocrd for possenger traffio in 1921 goes 
to the Southern Railway, with a totel of $1,351,046, while the 
Central Chubut carried only 21,543 persons. 


While the revenue of the private linea was about $35,000,000 
gold, less than in 1921 than in 1930, working expenses were 
over $12,000,000 gold, less leaving profits of but $39, 816,134 
gold, in 1921, as against $41,379,262 gold in 1980.

$13,000,000 asaagainst about $12,660,000 in 1921. . 


Projected Censtructions and Extensions. 


These were discussed in considerable detail in the Annual 
Report of the American Consulate General for 1930. 


Inorease in Railway Rates. 


No dnorease in railway tariffs took pluce in 1930, altnough 
at the beginning of 1921, the private roads advised the 
Argentine Government that they intended inoreasing their rates. 
They were officially warned not tc do this, but they inaugucatad 
toa increased tariffs which were afterwards disallowed by the 
Government and refunds demanded. Since 1915, the agzregeute 
dnorease of rates over pre-war rates sanctioned by the Governe 
ment betveen 1€15 and 1918 was 44 per cent. Thesd advances 
were granted chiefly on account of the greatly higher running 
expenses (higher wages, legally inoreased personnel, and the 
anbanced costs of railway equipment of all sorts and of all 
classes of fuel) arising out of the war.

CHAP TER Itt. 


Navy Radiotelecraphio Stations Service. 
Sub-seotion 1. 


Stations Staff-duties and Powers. 


Art.l.=- The staff in every stution will oonsist of one operator 
in charge and the number of subordinate trained operators roe- 
quired to keep the watoh. The mmber of these operators will 
be fixed by the Radioteletgraphio Department. 

In oase of vacancy or temporary absence from the station 
of the operator in charge his place will be filled by the 
operator of highest category or, es between men of the same 
category, by the senior in the service. 

- Operators in oharge shall depend directly frcm thessignal 
offioers. 


Art.3.- The operator in oharge is responsible to the Department 
or to the signal officer--~-as the o&se may be---both for the 
proper running and upkeep of the station apparatus and for 
any laok of attention in the performance of the service. The 
operator in charge, however, may have the responsibility 
devolved upon the subordinate who was in the watoh at the time 
of the breakdown, or that inattention took place. 


Art.3.- When the station is short-handed the operator in charge 
will do watoh duty as the subordinate, but the former will be 
at liberty to choose the hours for his watoh. 


Art.4.- The hours of watch corresponding to each operator will 
be fixed beforehand, considering the olass of service to be 
rendered and the number of men on the staff of the station. 


Art.5.- Ship commanders or managers of other public service have 
authority to inorease temporarily the staff of the stations 
depending frem them, when, on account of manoeuvres or other 


similar service, they consider it essential to insure efficient 
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communications. 

Art.6.- To define justly the responsibility attaohing to each 
operator in connection with breakdowns in the apparatus or 
omissions in the fulfilment of duties, each operetor on taking 
up his watch will sign in the watch book an entry stating the 
condition in which he receives the apfur:tus, the hour of his 
coming in and all other partioulars that may help later on to 
establish respnpsibilities. This entry shall be signed also 
by the operator leaving the work. 


Art.7.- Every time a watoh is relieved the operator going out 
will communicate to his relief all information in his possession 
concerning the service and useful in the proper performance of 
the duties. 


Art.8.— When, on account of atmospheric discharges, it is danger- 
ous to keep the apparatus ready to work, the anteuna shall be 
connected to earth, and this fact, will be recorded in the 
watoh book steting the hour in which the interruption took 
effect and that in which connection for work was re-establish- 
ed. During the period of interruption the operator shall test 
the atmospheric conditions every thirty minutes, and he will 
reconnect the antenna immediately the discharges Oease.e 


Art.9.- The managers of special services and the commanders of 
ships see that the archives of radiotelegrams--—official and 
private---are kept in due ord:r and with all the information 
required; also the stub-book of receipts. To this effeot 
the signal officer or the officer in oharge of the bookkeeping 
will inspect the station with due frequency. , 


Art.10.= The Darsena Norte station is the "Service Central Station" 
and upon its oall the other stations shall top their communica 
tions unless the messages are very urgent, in which case the 
tranemission shall be carried to the end; "very urgent*® 
messages are those asking for assistance and those traasmitting 
orders from H.E. the President of the Republic, the Minister 
of Marine and the commanders of fleets engaged in manoeuvres.

Whénever a complaint is made, a full explanation as to the 
reasons of delay or other cause of coriplaint shall be given, 
and to this effect a record of the facts will be entered ina | 
special Watch Book. This book will be kept by the operator 
in oharge and visaed by the signal officer. Coast stations | 
may call at any hour the ship they want to communicate with. 

In oase of delay, the coast station will regulate its work so 
as to ptck up tne ship station at the first opportunity. 

Ship commanders may call at any hour the permanent service 
Btations, but, in normal oiroumstances they should arrange their 
Calls to other stations in accordance with the latter's hours 
of working. 

Calls for assistance are to be made at any time they are 
required. 

Stations with intermittent service snall attend an urgent 
call the moment it is heard whether or not within their regular 
servioe hours. , 

For the purposes of this Artiole the hour is four hours later 
than G.N.T. 


Sub-seotion 2. 
General rules. 


Artele=- It is absolutely forbidden to the operators to 
maintain Gialogues by wireless; their oonversations will, in 
every instance be limited to the subjects atriotly essential to 
render a good service. 

Art.2.- Whenever a radiogram is transmitted with a delay of 
more than thirty minutes after it was handed in, it shall be 
endorsed with an explanation of the delay which is to be reoorded 
in the watoh book. ; 

Art.3.- When a station oalls repeatedly for another and 
cannot get an answer in more than five minutes, the fact will 
be recorded in the watoh book and also the objeot of the oall. 
Other stations within the range of the oalling station shall 
reoord as well the call and the omission to answer it. These 
records will serve to establish the responsibility for possible 
delays in the transmission or reception: of messages. 

Art.4.- When station "causes a wait" (da una espera) of more 
than ten minutes, the two stations concerned shall record the 
fact in their respective watoh books, the transmitting station 
giving the olassifioation of the radiogram it has for trans~ 
mission and the receiving station the cause of the "wait". 

The transmitting station shall remind every ten minutes the 
receiving station of its being waiting, and the reminders will 
continue until the radiogram in hand is tranamitted. 

Art.5.- Whenever trouble occurs in ‘the receiving apparatus 
causing a delay of more than ten minutes, a record of the nature 
of the trouble will be made in the watch book in order to fix 
reeponsibilities. The operator in charge will make a similar 
record whenever he is unable to answer a oall through laok of 
ourrent in the transmitting set, the burning out of a fuse, or 
other like acoident. 

Art.6.- While two stations are in oommunication, it is absolute- 
ly forbidden to the others to interrupt them by oalling out a 
third station, unless the oall is to transmit a “very urgent" 
radiogram or a "general oall® from the flagship. However, even 
in the cases just mentioned the interruption should be made .. 
only at the moment the station that is sending messages completes 
one of them. When this is accomplished the interrupting sta- 
tion shall give the signal of general interruption and the 
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prefix corresponding to either of the very urgent messages above 
mentioned, which are to have priority in transmission and reoep= 
tion. 


Art.7.- When a ship moors at a port, Navy Yard or dockyard, 
her wireless plant will be closed after a thorough oleaning of 
its parts. 


Art.8.- Tocavoid the damages which are likely to occur in 
wireless stations of resonant spark, on account of the spark ’ 
gaps being short circuited, the eleotrodes shall be thoroughly 
Oleaned onoe a week. 

The officer on duty shall be present at the oleaning and will 
gee that it is made properly and thoroughly. To ascertain that 
the operations have been carried through without impairing the 
efficiency of the apparatus, the officer will remove the mica 
washers and will see whether without them the contact between 
each pair of electrodes 48 perfeotly uniform both in the copper 
rings and the silver discs. 


Art.@.- Radiograms referring to urgent family matters of men 
in the Navy service and iseued from a Navy ship Darsena Norte 
station, may be sent thence to destination by telephone if the 
sender so desires. This will not alter the oharges provided the 
expression "T.C.Naval® follows the signature. 


Art.10,- Arsenal and dockyard commanders shall take care that 
the radiotelegraph operators under their command attend in the 
most thorough manner to the oleaning and maintenance in good 
order of wireless apparatus on board ships anohored therein. 
The game Oommanders will see to 4t that the operators practise 
with reasonable frequency in sending and receiving messages. 


Art.ll.- It is the duty of the staff of a ship station anochor- 
ed in a Navy yard or military zone to serve in the land stations 
4n the neighbourhood. If one of the latter is closed for re- 
pairs, the operators shall report for duty at the station on 
board the ship appointed to replace the temporarily olosed 
station. When the number of available operators is rather large, 
the commander of the Navy yard or the military zone will appoint 
the hours of service porresponding to each operator. 


Art.13.- Complaints referring to misdirected, altered, or de- 
layed radiograms should be forwarded by the sender of the message 
to the captain of the ship whence St was transmitted. 

- fhe complaint must contain the number of the radiogram, the 
hour of transmission, the receiving station, and the name and 
address of the addresses. 

The ship commander will give the necessary instructions to have

Special Book-Keeping of the Navy Stations. 


Art.le- All coast and ship stations shall forward to the 
Radiotelegraphio Department, Ministry of yarine, in the first 
five days of every month, two copies of the sheets showing the 
monthly traffic of both official and public radiograms. The 
same stations shall forward, every quarter, a statement of the 
supplies spent and a requisition of the supplies wanted. 

Art.3.- As often there are divergenoles in the international 
radiotelegraphio service as to the number of words contained in 
the radiotelegrams sent and reoeived abroad through stations in 
national men-of-war, these ships shall forward to the Radio-

Stability of finance. 


Although the finances of the naticnal and provincial 
Governments, and of many of the municipalities in Argentina were 
already unsatisfactory at the end of 1920, the year 1931 closed 
with these finances in a still more undesirable state, since 
almost all of thes= entities had either added to their budgets 
deficit and floating debts, or they had failed to accomplish 
anything of consequence in the direction of reducing their 
deficits. There seemed to be a general laok of realization 
of the full significance of the finanoial upheaval of the war, 
and of the fact thet that upheaval demanded a drastic change 
in financial policy; and there also seemed to exist that old 
and stubborn tendency to look to additional loans abroad to 
remedy matters, whioh tendenoy has caused a failure during the 
recent years of prosperity to co:.solidate the floating debts 
out of the savings of the people by means of domestic, rather 
than of foreign loans. Although the Government in 1980 did make 
conorete suggestions to Congress for funding a part of the 
heavy floating debt, or rather to rendir it less floating, 
there was scarcely any move made by the Governme:.t in 11 for 
putting the national finances on a healthier basis.

Argentina oan and does easily feed herself. While fresh 
fruits are imported from the United States and Brazil, and canned 
goods frcm the United States and Europe, these are not at all 
necessary for the life of the nation. 

The country's exports are large and are almost wholly 
confined to wheat, oorn, linseed, frozen and chilled meats, 
‘hides, wool, butter and quebracho. The United Stas, the 
United Kingdom, Belgium, Franoe and Italy are the heavy buyers. 
In 1917 exportation in meats reached 63.3% of the total exports--~ 
jn 1919 it had descended to 53.8%;0f agrioultural products in 
1917, exportation was 26.3%j;4n 1919,43.6%. 

Her imports are mostly wholly manufactured goods, prinoi— 
pally machinery of all kinds, leather and leather articles, 
loommotives, rails, automobiles, agrioultural implements, shoes, 
cotton and woollen goods, spinning and weaving machines; timber, 
eleotrioal goods, tin plate and galvanized dron. They come 
prinoipally from the United States and England. Before the war 
Germany held second place to England in importation, and although 
much reduoed at present it ie regaining its foothold rapidly, 
the psyohological element being a strong factor. The United 
States held its place in 1919 importing 35.5%, with England 
seouring 23.6%. The other importing countries are Franoe, Italy, 
Brazil and Spain. Brazil in 1919 held third place importing 
timber, fruit, sugar and above everything else---yerba mate. - 
Fine fabrics, linen, perfumes, toilet artioles,eto. come from 
nee and Belgium. England now holds first place in importa~ 

on. : wae 


Argentina has no minerals so to Bpeak, and even the production 
of its petroleum fields is problematical. 


Se TNDUSTRIAL EQUIPMENT, “MANUFACTURING CAPACITY, PARTICULARLY 


Argentina having developed no mineral fuel or water 
power or metals, anda its vesetable and animal ray materials 
being limited in kind, it is everything but a manufacturing 
country. In Buenos Aires, however, and to a far less degree 
in Rosario and Cordoba, there are factories for shozs, hats, 
foodstuffs, drinks, furniture flour, sugar mills, soap makers, 
brick and tile kilna. Cloth factorias are also inerenging. 

The iron and glass works and metallurgical foundries are 
few and unimportant and far from sufficient for local needs. 
The automobile shops are werely repair places and whera the 
finished parts are fut together. 

Cloth for uniforms is made prinoipally in Argentina. 

At the uiain war arsenal in Buenos Aires repars are made 
in the limited foundry for all their wat materials. Small 
arms, ammunition, cartridses, lances and bayonets are made, 
and the boring and finishing of rifles is accomplished. 

All main war material has been purchased from Germany 
and France, principally the former, the last investment in 
Cannon having been made in 1911. 

There are no shipbuilding yarda in Argentina, but re- 
pairs of major importance oan be made in Buenos Aires,Rosario 
and La Plata.

Highways. Arsentina 1s devoid of any system of highways 
as ie known in the United States. There is an excellent stone 
road from Buenos Aires to La Plata, 53 kilometers; from 
Buenos Aires to Tigre, 38 kilometers; and from Buenos Aires 
to Campo de Mayo (headquarters of the 3nd Army Division.) 

Although BuenogAires with a population of about 1,800,000 
inhabitants and about one fourth of the total population of 
Argentina it has no highway connection except the three roads 
named above, that oan be called such with the ret of the 
Repubdlio. In the summer when there has been no rain, it is 
possible to leave Buenos Aires for the interior over the dirt 
roads, but after a rain and in the winter time the roads 
are imupass&ble. This is true of almost the whole of the 
Province of Buenos Aires. 

Around Cordoba where the soil is sandy, and in the southern 
territories where transportation is unimportant, travelling is 
not so diffioult. All roads with a few exoeptions are dirt, 

and most of them natural. The hauling of crops to the railway 
' Stations is tending to improve the roads, but slowly. The 
Automovil Club Argentino is attempting to 4waken enthusiasm in 
road building. Wagon transportation is generally used, fre- 
quently oxen drawn. Paok transportation is rarely met with. 

Railroads. In 1915 Argentina held ninth Place in the world 
for railway extension, being exceeded by the United States, 
Germany, Russia, British India, France, Austria, Canada and 
the British Isles, and its railways represent 3.97% of the 
world's total. 4s muoh of Argentina----- the southern and 
western portions are uninhabited----- and probably will remain 
80, it will never achieve a place for railway density per 
equare kilometers. 

The railway oenter is Buenos Aires to which all railways 
converge with the exception of a very few in the far north 
and the far south. To Buenos Aires are brought the cereals ang 
meats from the agrarian and pasture lands of the interior. The 
cost of transportation is high. From the railway map it is 


interesting to note that many lines Qpssing the Province of 
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Buenos Aires to recon the Fedeval Capital where 80% of the 
exports are made-- -tnhe great econcriic center. The railway 
system is meadequate for Commercial purposes. 

Of the 1 Argentine railways, 10 are British ovmed, 5 
State, 3 French and 1 Argentine Capital. Total length 35,300 
kilometers.

Distance 
from Buenos Aires, $99 kilometers. 

Buenos Aires and Pacific to the Chilean border via Mendoza. 
Distance from Buenos Aircs, 1049 kilometers. 

The Buenos Aires Great Southern, Buenos Aires Western, La, 
Plata to Meridiano 5°, and the General Company of Railways in 
the Province of Buenos Aires to La Plata. Distance from 
Buenos Aires, 53 kilometers. These railways are probably the 
wost strategio in the Republic, as 4t 18 thought if an attack 
would be made by sea it would probably come via La Plata rather 
than by the Atlantio seaports. 

There is also the North Eastern Argentine and the Entre 
Rios to Concordia and Posadas. Distance from Buenos Aires 
544 and 1143 kilometers respeotively. These railroads skirt 
along the Uruguayan River, and boundary between Argentina and _ 
Uruguay and Brazil. : 

Troops could be easily moved into Buenos Aires but it 
would be more difficult to despatch them to strategic points. 

There ie little development in branch and secondary lines, 
and overdevelopment in trunk lines. This in 1915 on a total 
of 33,710.390 kilometers of line, only 14,159.065 or 43% were 
branoh lines. 

The narrow gauge lines are 1000mm. and rolling stook 
for them inoludes 1,109 enyines; 911 coaches; 778 bagmage vans; 
1,933 and2,933 cars for livestock. 
The medium gauge lines are 1435mm. Rolling stock totals 
195 engines; 180 coaches; 181 baggage Sars, 494 cars for live- 
stook. 
Thé broad gauge lines are 1676 mn. Rolling stock is 
8,604 engines; 3,131 coaches; 1893 bagrage vans; 4,675 cars for 
Livestock. 
In the year 1921 the private railways in Arzentina moved 
a total of 33,054,009 tons of freight as ainet 41,505,000 
tons of freight (am: artnet SOS 10-—vorrs) in 1930 the difference 
being mainly represented by dereals, cattle and pastoral 
products for tie broad and medium gauge lines, and by fuel and 
forestal products on the narrow gaure systems. 

On the other hand the number of passengers oarried by 
the private lines showed an inorease as compared with the 
previous year, the total of 85,434,836 passengers carried in 
1931 being more than 5,000,000 in excess of the 80,111,000 
carried in 19380. 

There are two eleotrifioed lines in Argentina; the 
suburban line from Buenos Aires to Tigre of the Central Argentine 
Railroed Co., @ distance of 28 kilometers, and the suburban 
line from Buenos Aires to Moreno a distance of S6 kilometers 
on the Western Railroad Line. 

There is aleo an electrified cargo tunnel under the 
city of Buenos Aires, length 5 kilometers, belonging also to 
the Western Railroad.

There is a good railroad service between the centers of 
Industry such as Buenos Aires, Rosario and Tuouman, all of 
which are on trunk lines. 

Cost of transportation is very high. 


Rivers and canals 

The eastern part of Argentina is well supplied with 
important rivers. 

The Paranaé rising in Brazil is 4500 kilometers long and 
at times 7000 meters wide. Its principal tributary is the 
Parazuay 8000 kilometers in length. During high water boats 
drawing 12 feet can reach Asunoion, Poraguay and in low water 
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®& feet without dredgin:s. 
Rosario is the second city of Arientina and is on the Parand 
River. 

Boats with a draft cf 18 ft. at certain times oan proceed up 
the Parand as far as La Paz, Entv: Rios, after this the depth 
of the river limits the draft to 12 or 13 feet at high water and 
? at low water. 

The Parag uay river is navigable for boats of 12 feet during 
hich water and 6 £eet during low, and for 9 feet durinj: the 
greater portion of the year as far 28 Asuncion. Frm there 
during certain times of the your arcund hish water 7 feet oan 
be carried to the junction of the San Lorenzo and the Cuyuba 
rivers in Brezil a distance of about 1,600 mile: frem Buencs 
fires. 

The Uruguay River forms part of the boun “ary betw-en 
Argentina and Brazil and yruguay and is of great importance 
économically. It carries a depth of 80 feet at high water and 
15 fe:t at low weter to Conoeroion del Uruuay at a distance 
of 176 miles from Buenos Aire: The town of Salto in that 
district 357 miles from Buenos “Aires is considered the head of 
navigation. 

The west central eeotion of Argentine has a few rivers which 
either empty into tae Parazusy and Parana or into sait dakas. 
They arse not important edonomiocally. 

The Rio Negro is thé most important river in the south. 

Its average width is 300 meters, depth 4 meters and length 640 kilo- 
meters, and it is navigable as far as Lake Nahuel Huapf in the 
Andes where it rises. It is destined to play an important part 

in the construction of the Vidal Basin whére it is intended to 
irrigate 100,000 heotares. 

The Colorado river's 550 kilometers are navigable for 65 
kilometers for boats of ordinary draft. 

Floods are very common during wet seasons in Cordoba, Entre 
Ries and Buenos Aires provinos. Drought is disastrous for the 
crops and animals.

nder existing laws in Argentina, privately owned radio 
stations are..permitted only for interoontinental communications. 
All others dre under the Ministry of War and Marine. The 
Ministry of Marine controls all stations looated within 100 
miles of the sea on the River Plate and within 60 miles of 
either bank of navigable rivers. 

For these reasons 35 of the 41 wxisting stations of the 
Army and Navy are used for commeroial traffic, and authorizations 
for new stations are granted for oommeroial reasons as well as 
on military grounds. 

There are also 78 ship stations. 

The Government has granted four concessions to different 
foreign companies to install and work within the maritime zone 
high powered radiotelezraph stations. At present all the con- 
Gessions granted have been amalgamated into one working company 
under the name of Transradio Internacional. In this company the 
Amerioan, English, French and German companies have an equal 
interest, control of the company being by majority of votes. 

The station will have sufficient power to maintain direct 
oommuniocations with oorresponding stations in the United States

In 1920 
inoome was as follows: Imports 38%; exports, 36%; internal 
revenue 19%; revenue stamps Laas and miscellaneous 10%. The 
President recently proposed 50% inorease on Customs valuation. 
There is no inoome tax. 


Principal finanoial institutions, sonneotions and control. 


The Minister of Finance is at the head of the financial 
system. Under him is the Banco de la Naoidn and the Ceja de 
Conversion. He has oharge of printing the paper money and the 
mint, but no gold has been coined sinos 1880, coinage being 
Limited to 5,10 and 20 cent piesoas. Customs receipts have 
increased enormously under the present administration. 

The Government grants charter presoribing functions of: 
banks, and requires submission of two monthly statements and 
reserves right to inspect any bank. Each bank may decide on 
ite own reserve requirements. The banking system is excellent.

There is more poverty and want than would appear to be 
justifiable in view of the large unpopulated territories and 
rich resources of the oountry. 

According to the Census of 1914 the total number of 
illiterates in the Republic was 3,313,915 and the semi- 
illiterates 172,096 (over 7 years of age). Thisis on a total 
population of 7,905,503. 

Prevalent diseases are tuberoulosis, malaria, syphilis 
and leprosy. Cancer is also very oommon. 

Sanitation and health are improving slowly, and dis- 
pensaries are being established through Buenos Aires and the 
Provinces for tuberculosis and syphilis. 

A large proportion of immigrants remain in the city 
of Buenos Aires. 


8. ECONOMIC PENET? ATION OF FORFIGN INTERESTS 


As in other South American countries the great maes of 
importation and exportation is carried on and controlled by 
foreicn enterprises as wellaas the organization and direction 
of railroads, packing plants, public service enterprises suoh 
as railroads, telegraph, telephones, tram lines,eto. 

The British own and control most of the railroads, 
Amerioan capital controls the packing plants, telegraph and 
radio lines, and the British also own the telephone service, 
tram servioe etc. The electric light service is owned by an 
Italian company and another by a Spanish-German Co. The water 
works are British owned and operated. 

France has considerable investments in railroads, 
and industrial conoemns, and the Netherlanis and Belgium both 
have banks.

Argentina's general aims are prepond:rance in South 
American affairs, and important policies or doctrines are fashion- 
ed towards that end; however, there is no suspicion of a policy 
of aggression. Her most serious international problems ere of an 
economic anda finencizl nature, resulting from her loss of world 
markets, and from the generally disturbed economic and financial 
conditions left by the Var. 

International relations are good. There is only a slight- 
ly suspicious attitude towards Chile and Brazil, much more evident ' 
in the press ("La Prensa") in particular, than in the attitude of 
the man in the street. 

Economic relations or competition with immediate neighbors 
Can be summed up as follows: 

Chile Argentina and Chile were more or less associated in 
the past by @ common antagonism to Brazil, and a policy of 
neutrality and pro-Germanism during the War. However, this 
Argentine-Chilian rapport no longer exists and Argentina's 
sympathy has graduslly drifted away from Chile towards Peru and 
Bolivia. Argentina feels particularly antagonistic towards 
Chile at present for bringing up the question of limitation of 
armaments at Santiago. , 

Brazil Argentina and Brazil are not in accord and regard 
each other with distrust and jealousy, as both aspire to be 
leader in South American affairs. Eoth countries desire to 
extend their influence in Paraguay and Uruguay although neither 
one seems inolined to press this matter to the point of a serious 
quarrel. 

Peru and Bolivia Argentina seems to favor Peru and Bolivia 
of late and to desire oloser commeroial relations with these 
countries, and is endeavoring to strengthen these relations by 
political friendship. 

It cannot be said that there is any definite economic 
competition between Argentina and her neighbors. 

Argentina has been particularly free from the heritage of 
Colonial boundary disputes which have predisposed the other _ 
South American states to dissention and war. However, she has 
beoome indireotly drawn into the political disoussions resulting 
from the alignment and grouping of other natione and factors, 
preoipitated and oontinued by the none os are out "Question of the 
Paoifio" controversy involving Peru, Chile and Bolivia. However, 
Argentina has no serious political disputes to settle as she has 
been partbularly careful to keep clear of entangling allianoes. . 
There are minor border questions under oonsideration with Bolivia, — 
Paraguay and Uruguay. 


Until recently so great was faith in the potential 
wealth of the country that were it not for foreign capital and 
endeavor, the Argentines made little or no effort to develop 
their country's resouroes. Cattle inoreased and multiplied, 
crops grew and were harvested without much work being necessary, 
and until after the war a ready market was always available and 
aioans for Government expenditures and public works were procured 

, Without diffioulty. The war's aftermath of saturated or closed 
markets, brought about the realization that to place the 
economios of the country on a sound basis much hard work is needed.

Argentina like Brazil is a hesvy exporter of food and 
raw materials and a heavy importer of manufactured articles. 

Her manufactories are not inoreasing to a very marked 
degree as fuel and minerals are lacking, and it is cheaper 
to import manufactured goods. However, cloth, shoes and hat 
factories are inoreasing rapidly and are produéing as muoh as 4 
can be consumed. 

At the present time Argentina's production of raw 

materials is not inoreasing as she is having diffioulty in 
finding a market for her goods--~oattle and cereals. 

There have been only two foreign loans since the 
beginning of the World War both from the United States. One \ 
was for 50 million dollars and the other for 87 millions. 

The terms were reasonably favorable. The Exeoutive now rea 
commends an internal loan for $700,000,000 paper by Argentina.

Argentina having developed no mineval fuel or water 
power or metals, and its vegetable and animal raw materials 
being limited in kind, it is everything but a nanufacturing 
country. In Buenos Aires, however, and to a far less degree 
in Rosario and Cordoba, there are factorics for shoes, hats, 
foodstuffs, drinks, furniture, flour, sugar mills, soap makers, 
brick and tile kilns. Cloth factories are also increasing. 

The iron and glass works and metallurgical foundries are 
few and unimportant and far from sufficient for local needs. 
The automobile shops are mercly repair places and where the 
finished parta are put together. 

Cloth for uniforms is made prinoipally in Argentina. 

-. At the main war arsenal in Buenos Aires repairs are. 
made in the limited foundry and for all their materials of 
war. Ammunition, cartfidges, lances and bayonets are made, 
and the boring and finishing of rifles is accomplished. 

All main war material has been purchased from Germany 
and France, prinoipally the former, the last infestment in 
-gannon having been made in 1911. 

_ & Bechniceal Armaments Board is now eatadlished to main- 
tain up-to-date a general plan of armaments, which will study all 
the neade of the army. A chasing Commission is created 
abroad with the miesion of ipsa iy a orders of the board. 
There aro no shipbuilding yards in gentina, but repairs of 
major importance can be made in Buenos Aires, Rosario, La 
Plata and Puerto Militar. 


Highways: Argentina is devoid of any system of highways 
known in the United States. There is an excellent stone 
road from Buenos Aires to La Plats, 53 kilometers; from Buenos 
Aires to Tigre, 38 kilometers; and from Busnos Aires to Campo 
de Mayo, headquarters of the -and Army Division. 

Although Buenos Aires has a population of about 2,800,000 
inhabitants, and about one fifth of the total population of 
Argentina, it has no highway connection, except the three roads 
named above, that can be called such, with the rest of the 
Republic. In the summer when there has deen no rain, it is 
possible to go from Buenos Aires to the interior over the dirt

Coal 
Although ooal deposits exist in several parts of Argentina, 
the douestio coal producticn has had no commeroial inportanoe 
up to 1917. From that time Argentine was greatly enbarrassed by 
a fuel shortage. 
Due to geosraphic positicn of majority of coal deposits, ex- 
ploitation bas been hampered. 

Coal deposits have been found in the provinces of Jujuy, Salta, 
Catamaroa, La Rioja, San Juan, Mendoza and territories of Neuquen, 
Chubut and Santa Cruz( on the coast and near the Cordillera) also 
in Tierra del Fuego. Of all these, in view of situation the 
easiest for exploitation would be the Marayss deposit (south 
of the Huerta Hill in San Juan, and Paganzo (in La Rioja). This 
letter deposit seems to be extensive and of good quality. Also 
the Salagasta ooalfields in Mendoza are fairly accessible. 

In th: territory of Chubut, near the Epuyen arroyo coal was 
reported but on investigation wes found not to pe of good quality. 

As to yield in oalories only in @ few oases has anything above 
am calories been found, generally it is between 3500 and 8000.

&@ great development of the mining industries may in time be con- 
fidently expected. 

The Famatina district, in which the principal mines ovour, 
lies on the east side of the Cerro Famatina, the district being 
fran 10 to 15 miles west of the oity of Chilecito, and oovering 
an area of about 8 to 15 miles. The district is a very 
mountainougone, with arid and steep mountain slopes,and narrow 
and dry intervening valleys. The Famatina distriot inoludes 
the Hejicana, Bphir, Ampallo, Cerro Nepro and other mineral 
sub-districts. 

At the Mejicana subdistrict, and that of Cerro Negro to 
the southeast, the mountains culminate in the Espina Peak, whioh 
4s about 18,970 ft. high. The main ohains lie to the northeast 
of this peak at altitudes of 18,000 ft. or less. 

The largest mine is that of Upulongos, in which the veins 
vary from 8 in. to 7 £t. in width, and average 3sft. aoross. 

The veins run northeast by southwest, dip northwest at 70 deg. 
and show an ore about 1000 ft. long. The riohest ore formerly 
mined had 15% copper with 66 oz. of silver and over an ounce of 
gold to the ton. The main vein is traceable into the ranges 
north and south. 

The Government has spent $170,000 on an aerial tramway to 
carry the ore to Chileocito where it will be smelted. 

The aix prinoipal mines of this distriot, and indeed of all 
Argentina, are owned by the Famatina Development Co. Ltd. This 
corporation has acquired control of a large tract 2400 by 3000 
meters in the heart of the Mejioana distriot. The production of 
these six mines from Sept. 1903 to April 1904 was about 1000 
tons of ore, averaging 8.3% copper, 0.66% silver, and 0.0189 % 
gold from which matter was produced containing 168,775 lb. of 
copper, 568 kilos of silver and 15 kilos of gold. The ores from 
the Uputungos mine are at present low grade, averaging but a 
little higher, but as they oarried high silver and gold values 
they were profitably worked. 

Other mines ocour in the province of Buenos Aires and other 
parts of Argentina, but they lack the hich values in oopper and 
the precious metals characteristic of the Andean region. The 
future copper production of this republio will undoubtedly be 
largely from along its western border. 

Lead, silver and ging are found in the following places: 
Hoyada Mine, in the Province of Catamarca, Conoordia and Pan 
de Azucar mines situated at the place known as Puna de Atacama, 
whioh comprises besides the territory of Los Andes, part of 
the Province of Jujuy, Salta and Catamarca. 

The Famatina distriot, after Puna de Atacama, is undoubtedly 
the most important region and the one which has been most 
worked. 

Tungsten is one of the ohief mining industries in Argentina. 
It 1s mined chiefly in the Provinoe of San Luis, but also in San 
Juan and La Rida. About 700 metric tons of concentrates are 
produced here, 

The mineral is chiefly wolframite, found mostly in veins of 
quartz with mica. Important mines are located on the east side

The production of 
tungsten ore or wolfram in this locality has been controlled 
largely by one company, the Hansa mines a German concern that 
is retorted to be affiliated with the Krupp interests. Up to 
about Januzry 1916 it operated tia only mine in the Republic 
in the Province of San Luis. This one mine can producda approxi- 
mately 50 tons a month when operating at full capacity. Until 
the outbreak of the war its entive output wes shipped to Germany. 
The total Argentine exports from 1902 to 1913 dnolusive 
amounted to 5,319 metric tons (of 3,240 pounds each). pf this 
amount 5,308 tons went to Germany. In 1915 the United 3 ates 
beoame an importer of Argentine ore, receiving 135 tons. When 
the war bpoke out the Hansa Mines (Ltd) closed down a part of the 
plant, reducing produoticn to a very limited figure. 
The Hansa kines began working to full capacity again in 
1916, and its entire output was contracted for in the United 
States. Aside from the Hansa Mines production, the entire 
output available would not exceed 10 tonsa a month, and even this 
would be conting:nt on deliveries fr:m the small miners and

Prospecting is allowed 
on all lands and the discoverer has the usual prior right over — 
any other applioant. 

An important tin. mine was discovered eight leagues from 
Copacabana, Catamaroa. It is olaimed by a Chilian syndicate, 
which proposes to work it.

The prinoipsl ca3real food preducts in Argentina are wheat, 

maize, barley rice and rye. 

ineat: In the last few years the number of hectares sown 
with wheat have oscillated between 6 and 7 millions,and 
production has been between + and 6 miliion long tons. 
Tho principal oenters of production are the Province of Buenos 
Aires whioh hus about 1/3 of the total number of hectares sown 
(3,000,000) Province of Cérdoba, Santa Fé and the territory of 
the Pampa. The wheat of the Chubut and Nerro River districts 
48 of the best quality. The production is about 8.0 quintals 
to the hectare. 

In the year 1932, 3,755,793 long tons of wheat were export- 
ed prinoipally to the tnited Kingdom, Brazil, Belgium and Germany 
in the order named. 


Haize. In the last few years between 3 and 4 millions of 
heotares have been sown in maize, and the production has been 
between 4 and 8 million long tons. The centers are Cordoba, 
Santa Fé and Entre Rios. Argentina does not consume much corn, 
so that if there is no demand for its supply, it 1ls disastrous. 
In the year 1982, 3,849,953 long tons were exported prinoipally 
to Belgium, Italy, France and the United Kingdom and Spain in 
the order named. 


Burley. This cereal has grown in importance in Argentina 
being now used in the manufacture of malt. It 1s cultivated 
alonz the coast. In 1980, 244,000 hectares were sown. In 1922, 
23,850 tons were exported. , 


Rice. This is cultivated in the warmer regions as Tucuman, 
Chaco, Misiones and Corrientes and the northern part of Santa. 
Fé. Only about 10,000 heotares are cultivated, which 49 just about 
one third necessary to supply the demand. The present 
production is about 13,000 tons. The defioienoy is imported 
from the United States, Spain and Brazil. 


Sugarcane is oultivated prinoipully in the province of 
Tucuman, where are found the great sugar mills, but it 1s also 
Cultivated in Salta, Jujuy, Northern Santa Fe, Chaco and Formosa. 
The oultivation is about 100,000 heotuares. In 1914, 335,000 
long tons were produced marking the record, decreasing in later 
years on account of heavy frosts. In 1923 only 7 tons were 
exported, 6 to the United States and 1 to Germany. 


Peanuts are grown in the northern part of Santa Fé Provinoa, 
Territory of Misiones, and in the Chaco along the Parand and 
Paraguay River. There are 387,000 hectares under cultivation. 
It is for local consumption only. 


Yerba maté. This grows naturally in Misiones and is being 
rapidly developed, but so far only on a small soale. It is the 
main drink of the River Plate countries, and forms part of 
the ration of Argentina, Paraguay and Uruguay. 

The best mate comes from Paraguay, and next from Brazil. 
These two countries supply the defioisnoy in Argentina. 


Potatoes. The oultivation of this plant has inoreased 
enormously the last few years (about 135,000 hectares) at 


resent, but its production is not sufficient importing about 
31,800,000 pesos gold of them.

Boffee and tea are not grown in Argentina both being import- 
ed principally from Brazil and England. 


Fruits are not grown or cultivated to any extent only about 
800,000 hectares are under cultivation. The production does 
not supply the demand and about $3,000,000 pesos gold of fruit 
are imported annually. 

Oranges come from Paraguay; walnuts and Brazil nuts from 
Chile; olives from Spain, figs from Italy; peaches, dates 
and apples from Balifornia. The following fruite are Sultivated 
in Argentina: 

Northem zone: oranges, pomerranates, "ochirimoyas" pine- 
apples, bananas, grapes, olives, alligator pears and guavas. 

Cental zone: peaches, especially on the islands of the Parand 
River) apples, Quinoes, figs, plums,dates, eto. 

Western zone: (the Andean region) grows most of the fruits 
that pertain to California. 

Southern zone: grows walnuts, apples, Brazil nuts and ochest- 
nuts. 

Grapes are oultivated in Mendoza and San Juan. The vine- 
yards cover about 180,000 heotares and the production varies 
between 4 and 6 million heotoliters. Mendoza oontains more than 
half of the area oultivated followed by San Juan, La Rioja, 
Catamaroa and Neuquen, Beunos Aires, Intre Rios and Cordoba 
likewise have many heotares under cultivation. :

The valleys and mesas of the southern territories ara 
excellent for sheep raising.

Alfglfa is the principal forage. There are about 8 millicn 
hectares und-=r oultivation, and this constitutes one of the 
greate.t riches of the Republic. It is oultivated especially 
in the Province of Buenos Aires and Cordoba. The south of 
Cordoba is denominated the land of alfalfa as the fields are 
preserved in a good condition for more than 20 yeats, a period 
which 4s reduced by less tian half in the province of Buenos 
Adres. It is also cultivated in Santa Fé, La Pampa, Mendoza, 
San Luis, San Juan, Catamaroa. 

In 19238, 197,385 bales of hay and alfalfa were exported, 
Brazil reoeivins 194,065 bales, the United States 7,076 and 
the United Kingdom 4,373.

Flax, oottcen, furs, jute, hemp, sool. 


Until a few y2-rs ago flax was not Gultiveted in 
Argentine, but today is one of the first, if not the first of 
producin: nations, and a big exporter to the world. In 1988, 
the exportation was 933,543 long tons,principally to the United 
States with 302,591 lon,; tons; to Holland, 126,318 and to 
England 81,¢28. 

About 1,500,000 hectares are under cultivation producing 
about 1,200,000 long tons. 

The principal producing country is Santa Fé, Northern 
Buenos Air:s, Cordoba and Entre Rios. It exports all the flax 
except Sufficient for seed. A part of tne seed now ia used in 
meking oil. 

Cotton. 

This 4s not produced in great quantity considering the size 
of Argentina. Only about 12,020 hectares are under cultivation. 
Oorrientes and Chaco preduce an excellent quality of cotton. 
Cotton imported is very high. 

Jute and hemp. scarcely exist in Argentina. 
Furs 


Among the fur animals are the ohinchilla in the north, and the 
nutria in the south, whose furs are highly valued. 

The pampa fox, guanaco (llama family) hare, rabbit (both of 
theae used in imitation of fine furs) puma, jaguar, and the 
"acuaré", a oarniverous animal between the wolf and the fox 
having the teil and form of a wolf and the head of the fox. 

Also on a less scale are llamas, vicufias and alpacaa. All are of 
the same family.

Production 


The woods of Argentina covsr about 1,000,000 sq. kus. 
consisting of the sub-tropical, temperate and Antarctic. 

Sub-tropical formation. Belonzing te this are the forests 
of Wisiones and the eastern slopes of Jujuy, Salta and Tucuman. 

Ths principal speci.zs are the laurel which reaches a height 
of 50 meters, the yellow, white and black laurel, the cedar which 
reaches 40 weters in heicht, the "lapacho" a tree of great 
dimensions which has a wood of greenish hue, heavy solid and very 
hard, and veryappropriate for piers, bridges, keels and coaches 
freicht oars, handles for implements and lathes. It has the 
peculiarity of resisting rotting entirely, and slso a coloring 
matter is obtained from it useful for dyeing wools of various 
shades. 

Another tree very common in these regions i8 the acacia, 
the bark of which contsine much tannin. There is also the 
"Jacaranda" which is used for cabinet work. The bark of the 
"Dalo borracho" has fiber that is used in the making of wicks, 
and the cotton from its fruit is used in mattresses and pillows. 

Temperate formation. This covers the banks of the Rio Duloe, 
the valleys of the northern mountains, the imuense flat oountry 
of the Chaco, Northern Santa Fé, Corrientes, Entre Rios, the hills 
and valleys of Cordoba and a small part of tne Pempa. 

The trees of this region are not as high as the first nor as 
compact. At times there is a great extent of grass lands between 
TOUpSs. 
. Amongst these are the "urunday" whose very hard wood is used 
in navel construction, sugar mills, carpenter's tools,eto. The 
"quina-quina" grows an aromatic resin. Also there are the "molle" 
cocoanut, oak, palm, "“taouara",the black and white carob from 
whose fruit is made a kind of btead called "“patay", and a drink 
called "aloje" a kind of beer. Its wood 4s used for pavements, 
and it has a coloring prinoiple, which is destined to revolutionize 
dyeing, sinoe it oan be used to replace aniline. 

In Corrientes and Entre Rios is the "andubay" used for fuel, 
and on account of its hardness, excellent sleepers are made. 

The "quebracho" is the tree most exploited on account of 
ita tannin extraot, and this has been taken advantage of 
recently by the opening up of many tanneries. 

In 1933, 124,883 long tons of quebracho logs were produced. 

The “oalden" which grows in small quantities is used for fuel 
woods 

T otic for n. This covers the Andean slopes and 
valleys of Patagonia from Nahuel Huap{ Lake to the straits of 
Magellan and Tierra del Fuego. 

On account of its great humidity here are found the beeoh, 
oypress, oak, certin pines, one whose species is destined to 
play a part in the manufacture of paper. 

Only the quebracho and the carob, and in a less degree the 
“oalden" and the willow are exploited. The quebracho is utilized 
as extraot and in logs, and the seoond for paving blocks, aside 
from its use in the making of "patay" (bread) and “aloja (drink). 
But the rest unfortunately are not utilized, Argentina depending 
on importation for pitch pine, sprucs pine, white pine, staves, 
empty casks, cedar, cork. 

The poplar. is being exploited, and ig used in the sand dunes 
in the interior and on the coast, which on account of its 
spreading roots prevents the shifting of the sands. 

The "paraiso" is much diffused and ite resistant wood would 

make it adaptable for construction wood. Also the willow. 

Hard woods such as the "quebracho" "urunday" "lapacho" "guayacau" 
black palm, “ourupay", "palo santo", mulberry, "jaoaranda". 

Some of the se woods are appropriate for port works, naval 
construction and sleepers; all these trees are very much grown. 
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Timber. 


Yocdg of livht colors and of relative hardness are the 
"guayubira" "tenaridé" mulberry, "Zalo rosa de lanza", "palo 
blanco" "amuay" and others which aro very arpropriate for 
furniture and oivll construction will have a demand for they 
will always be on the market. 

As to soft woods and of dark color there are the ezdar, 
"Ohancharana" and "peterib{" and the first two are used in 
oarpentry and also for furniture. As to the "peterib{" it is 
much employed in furnitura and exported to Spain. 

Amongst the soft liht woods are mention2d especially the 
"aguaim{" of an extremely uniform texture. 

The bluok"guayaivi"is the bast for furniture. Others 
mentioned are the inoense wood and the mazard and taroo from 
Tierra del Fueyo.

Awriculturally Argantine is divided into four regions: 

Northern region which extends from 61° 30' S.L. to about 30° 
S.L. and pomprises the provinces of Jujuy, Salta, Tuouman, Cata=- 
marca, Corrientes, Sentiaso del Estero and the Territories of 
Los Andes, Chaco, Formosa and Misiones. It oontaing about 1.8 
{nhabitants per sq. kilometer and about 17.5;- of the total 
population. The populetion is mcre marked here with Indian 
blood than in the central region. The nesro strain is very slight 
but still move marked than in other parts of Arsentina. 

In this region are oultivated sugar cane, rice, Peanuts, to~- 
bacco, cotton, cozfee, "yerba mate" manioc, oranges, bananas, 
"ohirimoyas", olives and early garden vegetables. Also alfalfa, 
maize and wheat. The climate is warm, soil sandy, water salty, 
and there is more rain in the cast than in the west. go 

Cereal region comprises the Provinces of Cordoba, Santa Fe, 
Entre Rios and Buenos Aires and the Pampa Territory. It contains 
about 5.2 inhabitants por sq. km. or about 88,4% of the total 
population. The climate is temperate, ruins being more regularly 
distributed especially in the east, and the soil is fertile. 

The population is mostly pure white (Spanish and Italian) with the 
strain of the Indian. 

fhe principal products are wheat, maize, flax, alfalfa and 
fruits. This is the great cattle section, the principal industry 
in Argentina. The most favorable pluces for stock raising are 
the Provinoes of Buenos Aires, Santa Fé and Cordoba where natural 
grasses abound, and no shelter is needed. 

On account of the droughts, in the central provinces alfalfa 
is planted to supplement the natural grasses. Also as of secondary 
dmportanoe this is the industrial region. 

Wine region which comprises the provinces of San Juan, La 
Rioja, San Luis and Mendoza. Here are cultivated grapes, 

Olives, Cereals, alfalfa and fruit trees. The olimate is 
temperate, and rains are more regularly distributed especially 
in the east. 

Southern Region which includes the territoriesof Neuquen and 
Rio Negro, Chubut, Santa Cruz and Tierra del Fuego. In the river 
valleys and on irrigated land wheat, maize, oats and barley are 
cultivated. Also beets, hops, hemp, walnuts, hazel nuts and 
chestnuts. In the cordillera there are magnificent forests. 

This region is cold and is subjected to the persistent Patagonian 
winds. It has about «1% of the population and about el inhabitant 
to the square kilometer. The inhabitants are mostly Sootoh, 
Welsh and English. The Indians are along the Andean foothills. 

This section is devoted mainly to sheep raising, the valleys 
and mesas of the territory being excellent for the purpose. 

Forests of good timber are found in the mountains.

Tho leck of manufacturing industrics and the ease of 
obtainin; from foreign ccuntries all the necessary products of 
the best quality and at a less price, had led Ar ;entina to 
neyleot industry until the World War demonstrated tae necessity 
of mukin:; itself independent of the foreimm producers, at least 
of those articles for whose manufacture it posseuses the prime 
products, which Argentina had been sending to Zurope to have 
made up. 

At the present time Argentina is in 2 position of dependence 
for manufactured products, for cotton raising and a:riculture 
are the industries developed. 

Argentine industry thanks to the abundance of vegetable and 
animal raw materials could be develcped enormously. 

The elaboration of arriculture, cattle, raw materials as 
Likewise the possible specialties of which they admit are for 
Argentina a fine base of industrial progress and of rioh 
economic benefit. 

Acoording to the 1914 census theve were 48,779 industrial 
establishments with a capital of 1,787,663,395 pesos paper, 
st EL 410,201 workers. The animal productionvas valued at 
1,861,789,710 pesos paper. Duriny the World War manufacuring 
industry naturally inoreased. 

The most vital industrial areas are the Federal Capital 
Buenos Aites, Provinces of Buenos Aires.and Santa,Fe.:.Buenos 
Aires contains about one fourthof the establishments and Santa 
Fé one tenth. 

In general the manufacturing industries are divided into 
four groups: 

Extraction This group comprises about 30% of the total. In 
this division are packing plants, sugar milis, flour mills, 
mine establishments, milk industry, breweries, aloohol 
distilleries, yerba mate, adible oils, forestal manufuotures, 
sammills, lime and marble quarries, smelters, woOlswashers , eto. 

These are sub-divided into (a) derivatives of vegetable 
products; (b) derivatives of animal products; (co) derivatives 
of mineral products. 


Manyfactures. These oomprise the group of the establishments 
esentially manufacturing in which are transformed materials. 
and artioles and products intended for man are made. This group 
4a about 30% of the total. These inolude the ioe factories, 
carbon water, sweet biscuits, maraconi, liquors, leather and 
canvas shoes, oappenters shops, brick kilns, mosaic and tile 
factories, wagons, Carriage:, furniture, saddleries, foundries, 
4ron works, metallurgical shops, 80&)D factories, chemical 
products, painting and varnishing, giass works, hat factories, 
cloth, jute bags, oigars and tobacco, paper and cartons, 
launderiss.

Public mrvice comprise about 30% and 1% respectively. 
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4300: Manufactures--general. 


Argentina having no mineval fuel developed or water 
power, or metals, and its vegetable and animal raw products 
limited in kind, it is everythinz but a manufacturing country. 
In Buenos Air2: however, and to 4 fer less degree in Rosaric 
and Cordoba, there are factoriss for shoes, hats, food stuffe, 
drinks, furniture, flour, sugar wmiils, soap makers priok and 
tile kilns. 

The iron and ylass works and metullurezical foundries 
are fav and uniuportant and far from aus POP nny for local needs. 
The automobile shops are merely repair placed here finished 
parts are fut together. 

At the main war arsenal in Buenos Aires repdra are made 
4n the limited foundry for ail their war materials. Small 
arms, ammunition, oartridges, lances, bayonets are made also and 
poring and finishing of rifles. 

All main war material has been purchased frcm Germany 
and Francs, principally the former----the last investment in 
oannon having been mude in 1911.

In 1915 Argentina held ninth place in the world for rail-— 
way extension, beins exceeded by the United States, Germany, 
Russia, British India, France, Austria, Canada and the British 
Isles, and its railways represent 2.97% of the world's total. 
4s the southern and western parts of Argentina are mostly un— 
inhabited, and probably will remzin so, it will never achieve 
a place for railway density per square kilometer. 

The railway oenter is Buenos Aires to which all railways 
Oonverge, with the exception of a very few in the far north 
and the far south.. To Buenos Aires are brought the oercals 
and meats from the agrarian and pasture lands of the interior. 
The cost of transportation is high. From the railway map it 
is interesting to note that many of the railway lines oross the 
Provinoe of Buenos Aires to reach the Federal Capital where 80% 
of the exports are made-~-~the great soonomio center. The 
railway system is xxadequate for commercial purposes. 

Of the 19 Argentine railways, 10 are British owned, & State, 
& French and 1 Argentine capital.

Argentine is devoid of any system of highways us ia known 
4n the United States. There is an exceilent stone road from 
Buenos Aires to Le Pli.ta 53 kilometers long; from Buenos Aires 
to Tigre, 86 kilomet irs, and from Buenos Aires to Campo de ‘tayo 
headquarters of tne end Army Division. 

Althouch Bueno; Aires with 4 population of about 1,800,090 
{nhabitantea which is wbout one fourth of the total population of 
Argentina it hs no highway conneotionx except the three roads 
named above, that can be Called such with the rest of the Republic. 

In the sumnuer when there hus been ne roin, it is possible - 
to leeve Buenos Aire: for the interior over the dirt roads, but 
after a rain and in the winter time, the roads are impassable 
the goil being like glue. Thig 4g true of almost the whole of 
the Province of Buenos Aires. 

Around Cordoba where the soil 4s sandy, and in the southern 
territories where transpertetion 4s unimportant, travelling is 
not so diffioult. All roads with a very few exceptions are dirt 
and most of them natural. In Cordobe espsoially a good system of 
highways has been built and maintained. ’ 

The hauling of orops to the yailvay stations is tending 
to improve the roads , but slowly. 

The Autcomovil Club Argentino is attempting to awaken enthusiasr 
in road building. ise transportation is generally used, fre- 
quently oxen drawn. aok transportation is rarely met with.

At the naval station there is a stone dock, length over all

Sanitary conditions are good and there are both a naval and 


& municipal hospital. 

At I 70 kilometers south of Bahia 
Flanca and at Port Galvan, kilometers from Bahia Blanca are 
Pier accomodations for 23 ships drawing from 36' to 30*. Fuel 
oil oan be obtained from Puerto Galvan. The ohannel to Puerto 
Ingeniero White and Galvan is dredged to 33°. There are good 
mail and steamship services.

erto White in Bahia Blanoa is the only port in the south 

part of the Province of Buenos Aires. It 1s the terminal of 
the Great. Southern Railway, and is one of the most important 
oenters for the exportation of wheat. At the pier there is 30° 
of water on the eastern end and 36? elsewhere. There are electric 
Oranss and all the latest facilities for berthing, and it is in 
diresot connection with the railway. There are large sheds for 
atoring grain and wool. Inside the wharf there is dook accomo- 
@ation for loading and discharging lighters. 

On the east side of the original steel wall, running nearly 
north and south, there are now electric elevators. Each elevator 
accoomodates four steamers, two on each side whioh Oan be loaded 
at any stage of the tide. The depth alongside is 26!. 

The Buenos Aires and Pacific Railway have gonstruoted dooks 
in oonorete, and have two electric grain elevators and flour mills 
ereoted on the mole with accomodation for ocean going steamers. 

rto G is about one mile west of Puerto White. This 
port of the Buenos Aires Paoifio Railway contains berths for ocean 
going steamers and for coasting oraft. The large berths are 
dredged to a depth of fSom 36* to 30? at low water and the small 
berths to 18°.

The yard has two powerful ocean-soing tugs, a water boat and 
a freight li-hter.

A oriticiem often made is that in Latin Amerioan Budgets 
too much dependence is placed upon oustoms revenues.

The 
BO million dollar loan from the United States, due Ostober 1, 
1933 was renewed about May 1,10835 at 5\% whioh is considered 
favorable for Argentina. Both were to consolidate part of debt. 

The Exeoutive has reoommended an internal loan of ; 
$700,000,000 paper, part of which is to be taken by Argentine 
and foreign banks at B%. Also the E.P. recommends a foreign 
loan of $100,000,000 gold. Interest puyments are met promptly. 

In addition the Argontine State Railways will soon be in 
the market for $300,000,000 pesos paper to complete lines in 
construction and projection.

4: TRANSPORTATION.
